eggs Mr. J. Howard Nichols’ house and 
1 building a tire on his lawn. Those w ho 
were engaged in these acts are being 
looked after, and there is a probability 
that they will have to pay the damages. 
These were the *uily serious outbreaks 
! in this part of Nov ton. 


The removal of Daniel M. Hammond 
from the office of City Marshal has made 
changes in the police department and 
promotions have been made in accord- 
ance with the civil service laws. 

Charles F. Richardson, the city mar- 
shal, was born in Lowell, August 27, 
1844, and came to Newton in when 

he joined the tire department, running 
on the old hand engine company and af- 
terwards becoming a member of steamer 
3 company. He was appointed a patrol- 
man April 4. 1870. and was assigned to* 
Station 3 f<»r night duty. After one year 
of service in this capacity, he was as- 
assigned to office duty, and on Feb. 10, 
1*80, was appointed sergeant and sta- 
tioned at headquarters. On January 17, 
18>7. he was appointed captain, aud on 
July 2. 1 n* 8. he was appointed city mar- 
shal. He is a man of experience in po- 
lice matters, naturally bright and keen, 
and has been very successful in the 
preparation of cases for trial. He is 
now and has been assistant clerk of the 
court, aud possesses a knowledge of law- 
matters that will be of great advantage 
to him in his present position. 

Charles E. Davis, tlu* new captain of 
police, was born in Laconia.

He received his education in 
the public schools and followed the 
trade of moulder for a number of years. 
He was a member of the town police of 
Lebanon two years, and came to Newton 
during the year 1877. December 11th of 
the same year he was appointed a special 
policeman under Mayor Spear and did 
patrol duty at Newtonville until Jan. 21, 
1878. when lie received his appointment 
as a member of the regular force and 
was assigned to duty at Newton Upper 
Falls. On June o. 1*7*. he was trans- 
ferred to Newtonville. where lie did 
night duty until June 2(1, 1*8<‘>. when he 
was made a day officer assignetl to duty at 
Newtonville and West Newton. He w as 
appointed sergeant Jan. 17. 1**7. and 
stationed at headquarters for night duty. 
Ou Monday. July 2. lie was appointed 
captain to succeed U. F. Richardson. Mr. 
Davis i*. a man of natural force of char- 
acter, a good officer and possesses quali- 
fications which especially fit him for his 
new duties. 

It is expected that tlie reorganization 
>f the force will result in a general im- 
provement in the management and work 
of the department, and certainly the 
men appointed possess the experi- 
ence anil knowledge necessary to bring 
about such a result.

The Government Postoftiee Inspector 
was in tlu* city this week, and judging 
from the advertisement he lias inserted 
in the Gkaimiu . there is a prospect that 
Newton will have what it has so long 
needed, a more suitable nostoffice. The 
present one look* as it the government 
was on the verge of bankruptcy, instead 
of having so many hundred millions of 
surplus. The Postoffice Department is 
very unwilling to lease a place, but as 
that is the only way to secure what they 
want in Newton, they now offer to take 
a five years’ lease of a building that is 
properly fitted up, ami ask for bids. It 
costs a good deal to tix up a building, 
and no property owner could afford to 
do it. without at least a five years’ lease, 
to reimburse them for the expense. 

Postmaster Morgan has spent a good 
deal of time and written many letters, to 
Congressmen aud others, urging upon 
them the importance of doing some- 
thing, and of having the allowance for 
rent increased beyoud the pitiful sum of 
8300, which is all the government has 
heretofore allowed, the postmaster hav- 
ing to make up tlu* balance out of his 
own salary. The difficulty has been that 
no Newtou men have been in C>ugre>»8. 
or in iiifiuuiiti.il positions under tlu* go) - 
eminent, and the Cougicssincn from this 
district have usually contented them- 
selves with looking after tlu* postoffices 
in the vicinity of their own homes. Con- 
gressman Burnett has been an exception, 
however, and has responded to Postmas- 
ter Morgan’* appeals in tlu* heartiest 
manner, and has succeeded in getting 
the pro tube of something better. and it a 
satisfactory place * an be found tlu* gov- 
ernment will lease it. The present loca- 
tion is fairly satisfactory, amt it is prob- 
able that the postoffice will uot be moved 
unless some other property owner offer* 
greater inducement*. 

Postmaster Morgan has also applied 
for fiee delivery, ami there is a possibil 
ity of gettiug it foi Wauls l ami 7, but 
the other wards will have to wait until 
they get bigger. Let them grow us fast 
us they can in the direction of Newton, 
and probably the free delivery will be 
gradually extended, until it covers the 
w hole city.

My Dear Sir: After 1 got home it oc- 
curred to me that in order that the Gas 
Company should not think or say that 
they had not been fairly dealt with, that 
they ought to be asked to make a bid on 
tlie same terms wo asked the Newton- 
ville company to modify theirs to, 
namely : 

A price for lighting tho city with elec- 
tricity, the city to have not over 73 arc, 
nor to take less than 00, and to take at 
least 1250 incandescents, and to have not 
more than 1400. Tho 73 arc lights with 
the 1230 inc. and any reduction of arc not 
to be accompanied* with an increase of 
incandescent. The arc to he 1200 cp. 
and the incandescent 25 cp, contract three 
years, the work to be all in by January 1, 
1880. 

This will place the two companies on 
the same level. I think, perhaps, you 
should see the gas company, and ask 
them if they think fit to make a bid on 
these specifications, otherwise as they 
have now only been asked what they 
will continue for, as they are now doing:

Statutes ok 1885— Chapter : 


14. 


Sec. 0. Upon the complaint, in writing, 
of the mayor of a city, or the selectmen 
i of a town on which a gas company is lo- 
; cated, or of twenty customers of such 
; company, either of the quality or price 
of the gas sold ami delivered by such 
company, the board shall notify the 
company of such complaint by leaving 
at tlieir office a copy thereof, and shall 
thereupon, after notice, give a public 
hearing to such a petitioner and such 
company, and after said hearing may or- 
der, if they deem just and proper, any 
reduction in the price of gas or improve- 
ment in quality thereof, and shall pass 
such orders and take such action as are 
necessary thereto, and a report of the 

E roceedings and the result thereof shall 
e included in their annual report to the 
Legislature. 


Statutes of 18S7 — Chapter 385. 

This act refers to electric lighting. 

Sec. 7. Gas companies, as respecting 
the business in which by this act they 
are authorized to engage, shall be sub- 
ject to the control of the board of gas 
commissioners in the same manner and 
to the same extent they now are or here- 
after may be respecting the business of 
furnishing gas.

Newton: 

Gentlemen— Herewith please find copy 
of full text of all communications re- 
ceived by us from committee oil fuel and 
stregt*lights of the City of Newton, for 
the current year, showing how much op- 
portunity its chairman proposed to give 
us to bid for electric lighting. 

Also full text of law concerning the 
matter, showing what protection the 
public have from the Commonwealth as 
to monopolies. 

We understand that there is doubt in 
the minds of some members of the gov- 
ernment as to the probabilities of the 
gas commissioners allowing the gas com- 
pany to sell electric light to the City of 
Newton. 

We beg to state that there is no doubt 
in our minds as to this probability, when 
all the facts are presented to them. 

One of those facts is, that the electric 
light company proposed to us to keep 
the price of gas light at 815 per year per 
light. This we decline to do, when we 
had data before us to the effect that 
twenty-five candle power incandescent 
lights could he procured at a profit, at 
12.50 per light. 

,\lso there seems to be doubt as to our 
ability to perform the proposed electric 
lighting required by the city at a price 
very much less than the Newton Elec- 
tric Light Company’s offer, and still 
make a profit. We nave no tear of this 
as we have large quantities of fuel which 
would cost us but little. 

Also our executive exnensc would not 
be increased, even should we undertake 
to perform all the public electric light- 


conference. the mayor appointed Abler

A communication from the school 
: board was received and referred to the 
1 committee on public property, recom- 
mending the construction of a two room 
school house at the corner of Walnut and 
Beacon streets, Newton Centre, to ac- 
commodate the pupils of the Newton 
i Centre and Newton Highlands districts; 
and tlie construction of a four room 
school house in the rear of the Clatiin 
j school, Newtonville, on account of in- 
sufficient accommodation, and suggest- 
ing tlie early preparation of plans for tlie 
1 same, in order that the buildings may lie 
ready for occupancy by Sept. 1 , 1881). 

A communication from the committee 
on schoolhouses recommend ing the pur- 
chase of a strip of land adjoining the 
ITospect schoothouse, Newton Upper 
Falls, in order to control the light on 
the west side of the building, was re- 
ceived ami referred to the committee 
on public property. 

Alderman Pettee offered an order ap- 
propriating a sum not to exceed 81300 
for the purchase of the above strip of 
land, tlie expense of the same to be 
charged to the appropriation for miscel- 
laneous expenses. In explanation of the 
order, ho stated that the Prospect school- 
house was built upon a rectangular 
piece of land upon which originally 
stood a four room building. in 1804 or 
85 an eight room building had been 
erected and the light was very poor on 
the west side and was distill bed by 
shadowing trees, the distance from the 
wall in the schoolliouse yard to tlie 
building being only 12 feet. When tlie 
schoolliouse was erected, an endeavor 
was made to purchase an additional 
strip of land, hut the parties owning the 
adjoining property were not willing to 
sell. The land could now he purchased 
for a sum not exceeding 10 cents per 
foot and it would seem tube the part of 
wisdom for the city to purchase the laud 
at this time. 

Discussion ensued and on motion of 
Alderman Childs, the order was referred 
to the committee on public property. 

Alderman Nickerson presented plans 
from tin; city engineer for street num- 
bering in the following streets, the same 
being approved by tlie board :

REPORT OF THF CHIEF OF FIRE DEPART- 
MENT.

Members and apparatus rendered the 
following service: Hose in service at the 
above fires, 32.000 feet; ladders, 124 feet; 
miles travelled, 207; duration of service, 
48 hours. 

Petitions from Isaac Stevenson for a 
junk license and from Thomas Mullen 
for permit to erect a barn were referred 
to the committee on licenses. 

On motion of Alderman Childs it was 
voted that when the ooard adjourn, it be 
to meet on Monday evening, July 0, at 
7.30 p.m. 

RECESS TAKEN. 

A recess was then taken and upon re- 
assembling a silver-headed cane, present- 
ed to the city by Mr. Isaac Hagar, agree- 
able to the wishes of the late Seth Da- 
vis, was accepted, and the city messen- 
ger was authorized to have a case made 
in which to keep the same. . The history 
of the cane is interesting. About :£> , 
pears ago it was presented to Mr. Davis j 
by Mr. Isaac Hagar, chairman of the 
board of assessors, in consequence of his 
kindness in allowing the assessors to oc- 
cupy a room in his school house for 
their official business. Mr. Davis re- 
quested that at his death, the cane 
should be presented to tho city. 

The mayor read a report of a meeting 
of the police committee, in which it 
unanimously voted to recommend a re- 
organization of the police department, 
on account of alleged lack of manage- 
ment, and in which it also unanimously 
voted to request the resignation of 
Daniel M. Hammond, the present city 
marshal. A communication was also 
read from Daniel M. Hammond, request- 
ing a hearing, for the purpose of reply- 
ing to the charges, if there were any, to 
be preferred against him. By unani- 
mous vote of the board, the request for 
a hearing was refused, and Mr. Ham- 
mond was removed from office by unani- 
mous vote of the board. 

The following appointments were then 
made by the mayor and confirmed by 
the board: Charles F. Richardson, city 
marshal; Charles E. Dayis, captain of 
police; Charles P. Ileustis, sergeant of 
police. 

An order was adopted, requesting the 
city marshal to transfer any hooks or ar- 
ticles in his keeping belonging to the 
police department to his successor, Mr. 
Charles F. Richardson. 

Alderman Childs arose and spoke brief- 
ly concerning the report of the special 
committee on investigation. Forhimself, 
he stated that he liad no apologies to 
make, but that he wished to say that the 
statement published in the issue of the 
Newton Jounal of .J line 2'.), to the effect 
that malice prompted the censure of the 
police force in tho report of the investi- 
gating committee, was totally and unqual- 
ifiedly false. The committee was actu- 
ated by the kindest feeling toward Mr. 
Hammond and lie had been given every 
opportunity to make any and whatever 
statements he desired to that body. 
After three meetings had been held, the 
city marshal being present and stating 
the difficulties which lie encountered in 
tlie management of the police depart- 
ment, it was the unanimous opinion of 
tlie committee that the recommendation 
reported, calling for a reorganization of 
the force, should lie adopted. This re- 
port was made with the best interests of 
the city in view, and after mature and 
thorough consideration. Tlie committee 
felt that they were only called upon to 
consider Mr. Hammond in his official 
capacity. 

Alderman Johnson reported favorably 
for the committee on licenses on the peti- 
tions of James Delaney for license as a 
junk dealer and Thomas Mullen to build 
a barn upon his premises. The board 
voted to grant licenses to both parties 
after two more publications of the cus- 
tomary notices, provided no objection 
was made. 

The board then adjourned. 

Tlie common council only transacted 
concurrent business, all the members but 
Messrs. Greenwood and Gore being pres- 
ent. President Burr appointed on the 
committee of conference, asked for by 
the school board, in regard to the Tliomp- 
sonville school house, Councilmen Ken- 
nedy, Hunt and Greenwood.

THE NEWTON NATURAL HISTORY 
SOCIETY FIELD DAY. 

TO Til E IHI.K OF SUOAI.S. 

Thursday morning, June 28, looked 
nuything hut promising for the excur- 
sion to the Shoals, and many wore de- 
terred from going who had planned, with 
much anticipated pleasure, to accoinpauy 
the society on this, its first “Fiold Day” 
■of the season. But a party to the num- 
ber of eighteen gathered at the Eastern 
•depot in Boston, ready and anxious for 
the outing, and ut P o’clock they were off 
through thriving Lynn and historic 
Salem; along the shore were , sal t-soa- 
marshes stretched broadly far away, and 
bund dunes showed glittering white; 
through Ipswich and Newburyport, re- 
nowned in the early annals of New Eng- 
land. they rode, till the “Old Port by 
the Sea,” Portsmouth* was reached, and 
there the party left the ears, eueli one 
feeling how comfortable the ride had 
been, free from bout ami dust. 

A pleasant walk of less than tun min- 
utes took them to the little steamer, 
“Oeoanio,” and soon they were steaming 
down the river Piscataqua, past the 
navy yard, Port Kittery, Newcastle, and 
its partly tiuislicd port, with the Newcas- 
tle lighthouse on the right and Whale's 
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Back on the loft, and out Into the roll- 
ing, tumbling waves of tho broad Atlan- 
tic. The Wind was oast, and the littlo 
steamer rolled nnd pitched to the 
pleasure of some and the displeasure of 
a few, who were speedily somewhat 
troubled with the “Oh! My,’’ ho graphi- 
cally portrayed by Mark Twain in his 
“lnncouts Abroad.” This, however, 
was of Hhort duration, for in a littlo 
while Appledoro was reached, a few pas- 
sengers wore lauded, and In ten minutes 
more the Hteamor was at Star Island, and 
in tho tlno hotel “Oceanic” tho whole 
party felt at home. 

The proprietor, Mr. O. L. Frisbie, 
a typical honifaco of tho olden time, 
greeted thorn so pleasantly in his bright, 
lioarty way, that every one felt he was 
an old acquaintance, and treated him ac- 
cordingly. As the homo had been opened 
only the day before, and tho other guests 
were fow, these pilgriniR to the “Isles of 
the Sea” were not all stowod on the first 
tloor — from tho roof — hut wore given tho 
best rooms in the house, w hich were 
duly appreciated. 

After a substantial dinner, tho most of 
which, or the boot part at least, had been 
raised in the aqueous gardens all around, 
tho party proposed a thorough ex- 
ploration of tho rookbound isle. The 
proprietor of the “Oceanic” very kindly 
offered to accompany them as guide, in- 
terpreter and general giver of informa- 
tion, from tho early historic dawn of 
these islands to tho present time. 

Tl es j out-cropping rocks, for there is 
liardiy enough soil to fill a good sized 
vase in all the islands combined, number 
soven, and occupy an area of little more 
that six hundred acres, and belong to 
the states of Maine and New Hampshire. 
They were erected, regardless of expense, 
for four reasons: First, to he discovered 
by the early discoverers; second, as a 
convenient place to fish: third, as a 
slight harrier harbor for tire protection 
of ships, and fourth, last but by no means 
least, certainly by all moans the most im- 
portant, places whereon to build sum- 
inei hotels, that lazy people might have 
a rest, as the sojourner literally has 
nothing to do but breathe, eat and sleep. 
The smiling bonifaee,w’ho by the way is 
a college bred man, after describing the 
situation of the first “Oceanic,” (burned 
down several years ago) and the present 
picturesque and commodious house, took 
the company to the Old Meeting House, 
that quaint old structure with thick 
walls of stone and roof, and tower of 
wood. Seated here in the little church, 
he told the history of it and tho islands, 
from their early discovery to tho present 
time. As they left this place some of 
the younger members of the party rang 
the hell and sent its echoes far out to 
sea. Passing through the oldest and al- 
most obliterated church-yard, where one 
had to look carefully to distinguish the 
little flat head and foot stones from the 
others loosely lying around, there came 
to mind that line in Grey’s Elgy: 

“Where the rude forefathers 

Of the hamlet sleep." 

Just beyond, in a little walled enclo- 
sure, overgrown with weeds nnd dwarf 
willows, almost concealed from view, are 
three little groves. “Mittie. Millie and 
Jessie,” children of Rev. Geo. Beebe, who 
at some time was trying to civilize and 
Christianize those rough and degraded 
islanders. A little farther, on one of 
the highest points of the island, is the 
Smith monument, erected to one of tho 
early discoverers of the islands, and one 
whose name will over he closely associa- 
ted with the early history of this coun- 
try— John Smith. 

The terrific effects of the waves and 
wind on the solid ledge of rock during 
heavy storms was pointed out, especially 
the blizzard of last winter, when huge 
fragments wore torn out and hurled 
many feet away or piled in inextricable 
confusion. 

“Miss Underhill's chair,” or what is 
left of it, was shown. The romance of 
her lifo ended sadly many years ago. 

| Her father opposed her marriage to her 
lover on sectarian grounds, and she 
came to this island as a missionary teach- 
er to the half civilized people, and one 
day while seated in a sheltered nook— 
her favorite place for reading and think- 
ing. perhaps, of her lonely life— she was 
swept away by the sea, and a week after- 
wards, her body was found on Y’ork 
beach many miles distant. 

The Gorge, Flume and many other 
places of interest were seen, including 
the site of the old fort, and then the 
company returned to the house for sup- 
per, having circumnavigated the island. 

The guide had given the history and 
traditions of these islands in an interest- 
ing and charming manner, and when the 
stories appeared almost too much for be- 
lief he turned tho right lapel of his coat 
up and showed a golden hatchet which 
some kind and appreciative visitor in the 
past had presented him in token of his 
resemblance to the “Father of his coun- 
, try,” who couldn’t toll a lie. It was ol>- 
: served by all that the tougher the story, 
the more surely was the hatchet exhih- 
i ited. 

After supper there was singing and 
I dancing, reading and writing aiui general 
! social good time. Three good tires blazed 
i in as many old-fashioned tire-places, giv- 
! ing cheerfulness and pleasure, and niak- 
I ing everything seem bright and lionie- 
: like. 

Later in the evening, Dr. J. F. Frisbie, 
the leader of this baud of pilgrims, 
called them together in the parlor and 
gave a lecture on the former coast line 
of this part of North America; tho pres- 
ent coast line and the causes that had 
produced the present conditions and loft 
the many islands of rock scattered along 
the New England shore. 

During the day tho weather had mod- 
erated, the clouds had lifted aud grown 
thinner, aud although not clear sunshine 
still it was pleasanter thus, clambering 
over the rocks than though it hud been 
bright. 

Just about sunrise on the following 
morning, there was a slight shower and 
the clouds lilted bodily and Routed out 
to sea and the sun came out in full 
brightness. High mountains and the 
Blue Hills thirty miles away seemed 
near at hand, aud Mt. Washington, nine- 
ty miles away, could he seen with a pow- 
erful glass. 

At 1»:20 the steamer was to leave. But 
so pleasant had been the visit that not 
one wished to go; all wanted to stay a 
week, a month and longer. Tliev had 
found the island ami the house delight- 
ful, and the proprietor one of the most 
genial and interesting of men, and it was 
with regret that they went on the steam- 
er. He accompanied them to the 
boat, aud as they steumed away they 
gave him three cheers.

a barge and rode to Newcastle to soo the 
old Gov. Berring Wentworth House, so 
renowned and rendered famous by Long- 
fellow’ and others. 

At five minutes before three in tho af- 
ternoon. they all gathered at tho depot 
and started on their homeward way, 
thoroughly pleased and delighted with 
the “Field Day.” and heartily wishing 
they could do it over again at once.

The baccalaureate sermon at Colby 
University, Waterville, Me., was deliv- 
ered on Sunday by A. II. Hovey, D.D., 
LL. I)., of Newton Theological Semina- 
ry. Text, 2 Corinthians iv. 18: “While 
we look not at the things which are seen 
but at the things which are not seen; for 
the things which are seen are temporal, 
but the things which are not seen are 
eternal.” 

The speaker said: The universe is du- 
al, like the tree and its shadow’ on the 
lake. Human vision is likewise dual, the 
senses reveal to us the world of relative 
shadows; the vision of insight reveals to 
us the world of permanent realities. 
We are prone to look at the shadows re- 
vealed by our senses and to overlook or 
disregard the realities revealed by in- 
sight. reason and spiritual instinct. The 
laws of thought are eternal. This per- 
manence of the unseen is recognized by 
scientists and unbelievers in Christ. 
Back of all their beautiful theories and 
wonderful discoveries they recognize a 
hidden power, a mysterious principle 
called life; which no scales can weigh 
and no eye can see, no mind can compre- 
hend. They are right; the unseen and 
eternal is God: in all and over all. Even 
that which appears permanent to the 
senses is eagerly sought after— a piece of 
land, a home for old age, a reputation 
j here to live after us. 

The struggle for these tends to edu- 
cate tho holy instinct for permanent 
good and tits one for lioinelife in the end 
less future. He who seeks not for the 
’ unseen, with its beauty and permanence, 

! is lost to the joys and glories of this 
world and the world to eoine. It is our 
1 duty to cultivate the power of this in- 
sight by withdrawing from the world of 
the senses. It is said we best prepare 
for heaven by doing our duty here on 
earth. This saying is false and mislead- 
ing, unless our earthly duties are done 
in the service and by the light we may 
receive from the unseen world. 

It may ho said that the other world 
was more real to Christ’s vision and life 
than it can he to us— that the springs of 
action were purer in his soul than in 
ours. What were his incentives? He 
looked not at the things which are seen, 
hut at the things which are unseen. He 
forgot the thing which are behind, and 
stretched forward to the things wilich 
are before. The eternal verities of the 
unseen world were tho inspiration and 
guide of this marvellous preacher. 

Human nature has not changed. To 
pray well in secret is to pi each well in 
public. He who opens his heart to God 
will ho able to open it afterward to the 
people. The things which are not seen 
lie all about us. Look upward, look in- 
ward. with the spiritual eye, that you 
may do God’s will.

THE POLICE CHANGES. 


The recent change in the head of our 
police force seemed rather sudden to 
those who were not acquainted with the 
inside history of the department, but it 
has long been evident to the police com- 
mittee that a change would be for the in- 
terests of the city. There was nothing 
against Marshal Hammond as a man, but 
he seemed unable to keep the force in 
the state of efficiency required. He 
created a bad impression upon the special 
committee who were investigating the 
various city departments, in the several 
hearings he had before them, as ho 
made a number of charges which he 
afterwards retracted, in regard to Mayor 
Kimball, and be has failed to brace up the 
discipline of the department as the com- 
mittee had suggested. The investigating 
committee, composed of some of the 
best members of the city council, recom- 
mended in their report that a radical 
change was needed, and the matter was 
referred to the police committee, of 
which Aldermen Tyler and Johnson are 
members from the board of aldermen. 
They coincided with the recommenda- 
tion, and suggested to Marshal Ham- 
mond that he hand in his resignation, ns 
the easiest means of relieving him from 
an embarrassing situation. This he de- 
clined to do and asked for a hearing. 
There was uothing to be gained by a 
hearing, the facts were evident enough, 
and nothing could he gained by going 
over the same ground again. The request 
was therefore refused and the Marshal 
was removed. 

It appears from an interview published 
in a Boston evening paper that Mr. Ham- 
mond blames Mayor Kimball for his re- 
moval, and he made a number 
of statements which in his cooler mo- 
ments he will regret. The charges of inter- 
ference are all old ones, happening more 
than two years ago, but they do not touch 
upon the chief causes of complaint. The 
man who is fitted to make a good city 
marshal is hard to find, and it is no 
special reflection upon Mr. Hammond's 
private character that he has failed to 
keep the police force up to the state or 
efficiency and discipline required. 

The new city marshal. Mr. Richardson, 
will now have an opportunity to show 
what he can do. He has been on the 
police force 11 years, and has been second 
in authority for a long time, so that his 
promotion is really in accordance with 
civil service reform. He 
better fitted by education than 
who has ever held the position, as he is 
said to have more legal knowledge than 
the average lawyer, and he has a thorough 
knowledge of court business and court 
proceedings. His long service on the 
force will enable him to avoid the mis- 
takes of his predecessor, and it is be- 
lieved that there will be a general shak- 
ing up of the department, which will add 
much to its efficiency. 

The other changes were also in the 
regular line of promotion, Sergeant C. 
E. Davis being elected captain, and 
Officer Heustis made sergeant. It is to 
be regretted that an attempt has been 
made to present the affair in a sensation- 
al aspect, as the need of a change has 
been conceded for a long time. It was 
not dictated by malice, as the Newton 
Journal charged last week, Alderman 
Childs denouncing the statement Monday 
evening as unqualifiedly false, as all who 
recall that Aldermen Tyler and Johnson 
are at the head of the police committee 
would know without the denial.

It should have more 
confidence in, and respect for, the intelli- 
gence of its readers. The poople of 
Newton arc generally conceded to be a 
remarkably intelligent class, and they 
are not in the habit of accepting state- 
ments unless they arc supported by 
proofs. They may be Republicans, but 
they are so because they believe in the 
principles of the Republican party, and 
not because they want some office. They 
are also remarkably independent in their 
political views and believe in supporting 
the best men for office, which is of course 
very inconvenient for some of the poli- 
ticians. 

Just now there seems to be an effort to 
deliver the vote of Newton to Gen. Dra- 
per, although the majority of people see 
no reason why Governor Ames should 
not be givou a third term. Another 
scheme is evidently to bring forward 
so many Newton candidates for Con- 
gressman, that no Newton man can be 
nominated. Possibly the announcement 
that our contemporary is the only Re- 
publican paper in Newton has something 
to do with both of these plans, and is only 
made for outside effect. The Graphic is 
not afraid of the truth, either about its cir- 
culation or its politics, and it is willing to 
put up a handsome sum that it has more 
Republican readers than the alleged “on- 
ly Republican newspaper of Newton,” 
and that it comes much nearer to repre- 
senting the sentiments of a majority of 
the Republicans of Newton.

Few were intoxicated, 
and there w ere less indications of rum en- 
thusiasm than is usually the case. After 
sunrise the day was as quiet as Sunday. 

NEWTON G RADE CROSSINGS. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS UTTER 
ANOTHER WARNING. 


The Railroad commissioners made 
public on Thursday a report on the fatal 
accident to Mrs. W. II. Estoy, at Newtou- 
ville, May 2d. They consider the pro- 
ject of having closed gates at the cros- 
sings, and call attention to the difficulty 
of erecting a closed gate on the depot 
side which would he any bar to passen 
. gers, unless the railroad company built 
a fence from the depot to the crossing 
between tho express and the local tracks. 
They say that the only effectual way to 
deal with tho problem is by separating 
tho grades. Tlie report then continues 
as follows: 

The gatekeeper stated that lie lias oc- 
casion to caution people almost every 
day, and that they are generally indig- 
nant with rather than thankful to him 
therefor. On some occasions the at- 
tempt to cross lias appeared to him so 
foolhardy that he has interfered with 
force, and in such cases has aroused con- 
siderable antipathy to himself. He stat- 
ed tiiat ins position is one of constant 
anxiety for the safety of those who por- 
siirtr in defying the notice given by the 
closed gates and his personal warnings. 
The experience of the gatemeu at the 
other crossings on the main line in New- 
ton is similar to that of the Walnut 
street gatekeeper. During tho day on 
.Saturday, May 10, 1888, and the night 
following, t lie gate men at seven out of 
tho nine street crossings on the main 
line of the Boston A Albany in the eity 
of Newton made a count of the persons 
who perpisted in crossing tho tracks af- 
ter the gates were down. The day was 
stormy and the schools were not in ses- 
sion.

The accident is another painful dem- 

onstration of tho necessity of abolishing 
this and the other grade crossings in 
Newton on the main line of the Boston 
iVr Albany upon the petition of tho Now- 
ton Street Railway Company, for author- 
ity to cross tin* tracks of tho Boston & 
Albany at grade at this and another 

crossing in Newton, this board by its de- 
cision, dated Dec. 31, 1887, refused to 
grnnt tho desired authority on tho 
ground that a separation of grades was 
imperatively necessary, and that delay 
would study swell tho list of victims, 
while tlie task would every year become 
more difficult and more expensive. In 
its annual report this board called tlie 
attention of the Legislature to the fore- 
going decision, and recommended that 
an act bo passed requiring a separation 
of grades at these crossings on the main 
line in tlie city of Newton, and used these 
words: “Grade crossings on single-track 
roads arc dangerous, on double-track 
roads they shouid seldom be permitted, 
on four-track roads never. The multi- 
plication of tracks and tlie increasing 
number of fast freight and passenger ex- 
press trains have driven this question of 
the abolition of grade crossings out of 
the domain of expediency into tlio do- 
main of necessity.” In accordance with 
its report, this board appeared b<*«- 
fore the committee of the Legislature on 
railroads ami urged the passage of an 
act requiring such separation to be made, 
leaving the method of doing the work 
and the apportionment of the expense to 
lie governed by the provisions of law ap- 
plicable to such cases. The Boston «fe 
Albany railroad, by its counsel, appeared 
before the committee, fully indorsed tlie 
position of tho board that a separation 
of grades is necessary, favored the pas- 
sage of the act, ami signified its entire 
willingness to bear such portion of tho j 
expense as a disinterested commission, 
appointed under tlie provisions of the I 
Public Statures, should deem its just 
proportion. The company allowed that 
it was prepared to deal with tlie matter 
in a large, liberal and progressive man- 
ner, witli wise foresight, dimmed by no | 
false economy. Tlie board regrets that 
opposition was made to the proposed 
act, and that it failed to pass. For the

Charles 
tried to defend himself with his gun. and 
seizing the barrel lie aimed a blow tiiat 
would probably have hurt had it reached 
the murk. In the midst of the row, his 
, brother, Edward Koosu, was knocked 
; down. It is alleged that lie was jumped 
upon, but certain it is that lie received a 
1 kick in the face, which brought bis lips 
into great prominence and caused a flow «»f 
blood. The affair only caused a few sec- 
ond's time, ami order was soon restored by 
the police. In court this afternoon the 
I participants in tlie fracas will settle with 
Judge Park. Later, three glass windows 
in Air. Janies II. Nickerson’s store were de- 
stroyed by firing bullets through them. 
They were valued at $:<oeneli. A light of 
glass was broken in B. F. Houghton’s store 
by a stone and numerous street lights were 
destroyed. The glass globes on tin* electric 
lamp in front of the City Hull were also 
broken. It is to he hoped that tin* guilty 
parties will he brought to justice. 
Unusual liberty is accorded for 
fun, hut destruction of property is not an 
amusement and calls for prompt and vigor- 
ous measures.

Some of these dowered two or three 
weeks, ago, but it seemed better to wait 
for the others to come forward and thus 
be ablo to devote an entire article to the 
subject of the Grasses. Wo can even 
then touch upon it in only the most cur- 
sory and unsatisfactory way, for tho top- 
ic is the widest in the vegetable king- 
dom. From every point of view, extent 
variety, usefulness and beauty, this great 
family is the most important and inter- 
esting of all. 

Its extent is that of the earth; from 
pole to pole ami in every portion of tho 
world, grasses are found in greater or less 
abundance. Naturally this great exteut 
calls for an equally great variety to fit its 
members for living in ovory clime, 
though even in any one locality tho vari- 
ety is wonderful. Over three thousand 
different species aro known to botanists, 
and of all this multitude only one is 
known to possess any poisonous or even 
suspicious qualities. In our climate they 
form a soft green covering for the earth 
almost everywhere, except when man 
wills other w ise. As we approach tho 
tropics we find less and less of this form 
of growth, till finally it disappears; the 
grasses become larger, scattered individ- 
uals, sometimes rising to even the majes- 
ty of tree-liko forms and height. 

As to their usefulness, no explanation 
is necessary. They form tho “staff of 
life’’ for man and beast; were this fami- 
ly to suddenly become extinct, it is very 
probable that directly and indirectly all 
life on tho earth would cease, except that 
of the dwellers in the deep, and possibly 
some forms of insect life. The average 
aunual value to the United States alone, 
of the crops derived from various mem- 
bers of this family is over two billions of 
dollars. “Grass is King. It rules and 
governs the world. It is the very four - 
elation of all commerce; without it the 
earth worn! be a barren waste.” Dean 
Swift said, “lie who makes two blades of 
grass to grow where only one grew be- 
fore is a great public benefactor.” 

As to their beauty, words fail to de- 
scribe it. The individual plants and 
flowers cannot expect to compare with 
many of their brilliant colored compaiw ^ 
ions and neighbors, but they form the - v 
background for all other floral loveliness; 
it is a beauty like that of no other vege- 
tation. No flowers could replace the 
fields of waving grass, the smooth lawn, 
or the billows of grain rolling in the 
breeze. The grasses, too, will endure a 
closer examination than most of their 
more showy sisters, the graceful shapes 
of the various parts of the flower lose 
nothing, but rather increase by being 


it endures a shade as well as the sun, and 
is less exhausting to tho soil than most 
of those commonly grown. It contains 
much more albumenous or flesh produc- 
ing principles than any other grass, and 
more than tho averago of fat forming 
principles. 

The other grasses of our list nre quite 
abundant, but not so well known or so 
interesting from an economical point of 
view as those we have just mentioned. 
Oats and Itye are rather too much in the 
list of cultivated plnnts to expect to re- 
ceive from us tho attention they deservr. 
Thoir value as food seems to be more es- 
teemed in Northern than in .Southern 
climes. An anecdote of the celebrated 
Dr. Johnson may not unfitly close our 
article. The worthy Doctor was com- 
menting in no favorable terms on tho 
use of ontmeal in Scotland, and sarcasti- 
cally remarked that in England it was 
considered proper food for horses. To 
which a canny Scotchman replied, “Well 
sir, what line horses you have in Eng- 
land, and what fine men wo have in 
Scotland” 


submitted to the searching eye of tho 
microscope. 

Although so abundant, and so closely 
connected with the life of man, any real 
acquaintance with even the dwellers in 
our door yards is quite raro. All grass 
is grass, not only to tho ordinary man, 
but even to the farmer, who seldom 
knows the names and qualities of the 
many species which daily lie in his way. 
One reason for this is the incouspicuous- 
ness of the liowers, and the fact that 
many of the distinguishing features of 
species are almost microscopic. 

The grasses are distinguished from the 


dees which are almost equally abun- 
b^r the shape of 



dant and wide spread, by the 
the stem, which is round and hollow, in- 
stead of triangular and solid, and by tho 
airangement of the leaves, which are 
'^tiked, while thoso of tho sed- 
tliree ranked. -Jibe flowers are 
h alike, and consist of two pis- 
ilt feathery tips, surrounded by 
mnens which bear on their suni- 
luIous pollen cells -or anthers, 
fog to the wind-fertilized class 
liowers. and the . versatile anthers 
hung out to catch the weeze scatter such 
quantities of pollen ihw it reaches the 
nostrils of men and women and gives 
rise to the very troublesome complaint 
known as hay fever. There is one pecu- 
liarity about this disease, however; very 
few people whose pockets cannot bear the 
strain of the expenses of travelling are 
seriously affocted by it. 

The grasses aro not entirely dependent 
on the ripening of their seed to continue 
their life from year to year; and fortun- 
ately so, else the browsing of cattle and 
the scythe of tho farmer would soon 
destroy them in many places. The real 
stems of the grasses aro under ground, 
and they send up only leaves and flower 
stalks into tho air. Even our close cut 
lawns thrive because new buds aro con- 
tinually forming at the nodes of the 
stem, often more abundantly the more 
they are cut down. 

Our Nos. 57, 58, 60. 01 and 02 are per- 
haps the best known of the many spe- 
cies, as they form the greater part of our 
hay fields' and pasture grasses. The 
Meadow Foxtail and Herd’s Grass or 
Timothy, both carry their flowers in a 
close set spike, wheuco the name Foxtail. 
The spike of the Timothy is much the 
longer, and is quite rough, while that of 
the other is soft; the Foxtail flowers in 
Mav, and tho Herd’s Grass in June.— 
Wed Top is known in the Middle and 
Southern States as Herd’s Grass. Au- 
thorities seem to ditlor very greatly as 
to its value for pasturage and for hay. 
This is probably due to the fact that it 
varies very much in size and quality, 
depending on tho soil. Its liowers are in 
a spreading purplish panicle very much 
like that of the Meadow Grass, but they 
come into bloom about a mouth later. 
Meadow grass is tho same as Ken- 
tucky lffno Grass, and is considered 
one of our most valuable grasses. — 
It is however better adapted tor lawns 
than for pasturage or hay. Orchard 
Grass is, wo believe, the best of all for 
the farmer’s use; it flowers about the 
same time as clover, and they can there- 
fore be planted together to much better 
advantage than the more commonly used 
Timothy. It grows rapidly and resists 
thought better than almost any other;

MR. FA BLOW ON CLEVELAND. 


BELIEVES HIM TO HE AN HONEST I'lVIL 
SERVICE RE FORMER. 


At tho mooting of tho Massachusetts 
Reform Club, Saturday evening, I’resi- 
dent John S. Farlow endorsed President 
Cleveland and reminded tne members of 
the vote which they passed four years 
ago that under no circumstances would 
they support the nomination of Blaine, 
and said that they were willing at the 
present time to reaffirm their present po- 
sition. | Applause. | Tho had supported 
President Cleveland because they be- 
lieved him to ho an honest civil service 
reformer, and lie was sure they were not 
mistaken In their man. Though some 
criticism of the President might be 
made; yet they ought to look over the 
whole field and see what obstacles the 
President had to encounter. He thought 
that Cleveland had not gone far enough, 
but ho had done most remarkable things: 
Ho had rallied around him the entire 
Democratic party, so that it had been 
forcod to renominate him unanimously, 
and that was a remarkable achievement 
for any man to accomplish. In his efforts 
to carry out the civil service reform law 
lie had been hounded by the spoilsmen of 
both parties, and it was no wonder that 
be bad not been nble to accomplish all 
that its friends desired. The members 
of the club owed it as a duty to the Pres- 
ident to stand by him and give him in- 
formation when doubtful nominations 
were proposed. He told of a case in 
which some friends of the President 
gave him some fact regarding nomina- 
tions which lie proposed to make, and he 
was glad to receive them, and the nomi- 
nations were not made.

I views concerning the reorganization of 
the police department. In order to pre- 
sent the matter in its proper light to the 
public and in justice to the board. I feel 
called upon to allude to the circum- 
stances which resulted in the remova 
• of Mr. Hammond. 

It lias been the general view of those 
acquainted with the workings of the po- 
lice department for the past few years 
that proper discipline and efficiency was 
lacking in the management of the force. 
This could be attributed to two causes, 
namely, the want of executive ability on 
the part of tlie city marshal or improper 
restraint exercised over that official 
through tlie mayor, virtually tlie head of 
the police department. 

The city marshal claimed that he was 
interfered with by the mayor to tlie de- 
triment of his authority and the best in- 
terests of bis department, and the mayor 
claimed that the city marshal was in- 
efficient and negligent in the performance 
of his duties. Matters culminated in 
the appointment of a joint special com- 
mittee of both branches of the city gov- 
ernment, for the specific purpose of in- 
vestigating the several departments of 
the city. In relation to the police de- 
partment. the committee held three meet- 
ings. At the first or second meeting of tlie 
committee, the city marshal was present 
and in answer to inquiries put to him, 
stated that his opinions, suggestions and 
even orders concerning tlie managenfent 
of the department had been overruled by 
the mayor and he then cited cases in 
which tiie mayor had interfered with his 
authority. 

The committee were of the opinion 
that such interference was uncalled for 
and ail injury to the department. Coun- 
cilman Kennedy wrote the following 
note to the writer in relation to tlie sub- 
ject: 

Mr. E. O. Childs: 

“Suppose you draw such a motion in 
regard to the police, its present condi- 
tion, and such changes as will he for the 
best interests of the police department, 
and sucli control as the chief should have 
put it in writing so the secretary will get 
it all down.” 

Acting upon Councilman Kennedy’s 
suggestion, I drew up the following reso- 
lutions which were unanimously adopted : 

“Whereas, under the present adminis- 
tration, the condition of the police de- 
partment is far from satisfactory, and in 
the opinion of this committee this state 
of affairs exists because of the little 
authority conferred upon the city mar- 
shal. ami on account of his being unduly 
hampered in the discharge of his duty, 
therefore 

Resolved, that in the opinion of this 
committee, the control of the police de- 
partment should be given to the city 
marshal, and that he should lie held re- 
sponsible for the working thereof. 
' ” should no man be appointed 


been identified with the Republican 
I»arty. nor have f returned to the fold as 
stated, being at tlie present time chairman 
of the Democratic ward and city com- 
mittee. Personally, I had the itestof feel- 
ing for Mr. Haminond. but when ho 
plainly admitted that he was responsi- 
fde for the management of the depart- 
ment, I could only vote for such a meas- 
ure as f believed to he for the best inter- 
est of the citv. Tlie reorganization of 
the police department was a necessity, 
and the removal of Mr. Hammond was 
the only course to he pursued under the 
circumstances. Tlie statement made in 
the Record that the mayor shook his fist 
in the marshal's face at tiie third meet- 
ing of the special committee is entirely 
false, and tiie sensational statements 
made concerning tlie action of tlie hoard 
of aldermen are without the slightest, 
foundation.

tee' the dual authority exercised over the 
department by the mayor and city mar- 
shal is most detrimental to the best in- 
terests of tlie department, and that ordi- 
nance No. 14, relating to the police de- 
partment he amended so as to obviate 
the difficulty; that in the opinion of this 
committee the wish of the people having 
been so overwhelmingly expressed in 
favor of prohibition, the liquor law 
should he rigorously enforced.” 

A third meeting of the committee was 
held, the city marshal, the mayor ami 
members of the police committee being 
present. The city marshal was called up- 
on to reiterate his former statements in 
regard to the interference of the mayor 
and in response to questions put to him 
said, substantially: 

He stated plainly in answer to ques- 
tions of tlie mayor, tlie members of the 
police committee and of the special com- 
mittee. that he considered that he had 
full control of the officers in his depart- 
ment, to place and direct them as he 
saw fit, and that he had not been inter- 
fered with by the mayor. 

The effect of his second statement 
created the feeliqg that he had not been 
interfered with by the mayor, and was in 
direct contradiction to his previous 
statements made at the secoud meeting

After^lie supper, Chairman Walworth 
called to order and iu a pleasant speech 
introduced Mr. D. W. Farquhar, secreta- 
ry of tlie Massachusetts delegation to 
the Chicago convention. He gave a 
sketch of the doings of the delegates. and 
said that they were united with a firm 
determination to secure the besi possi- 
ble nominations, and expressed his con- 
viction that the results of the convention, 
botli in nominees and platform, were 
such as to command the enthusiastic and 
unqualified support of the entire Repub- 
lican party of the country. The speaker 
quoted at length from the reports of the 
convention to show its united and sensi- 
ble course in making a selection of nom- 
inees. and [minted to the fact that the 
platform was a clear enunciation of im- 
portant and sound principles. He dwelt 
at some length upon the temperance 
[dank of the platform and stated that he 
hoped to speak upon that issue during 
tlie fall campaign. It is not right for 
this Government to raise revenues for 
support from the rum traffic, w hich is 
producing crime and filling the poor- 
houses, jails ami the hospitals of every 
city in this country. In regard to the 
statement made by the opposition press 
in relation to intoxication in Chicago 
while the convention was in session, he 
could say, with tlie utmost freedom and 
deliberation, that he had not seeu a 
drunken man while he was in that city.

THE CITY (JOVERXMENT. 

T11F. HOARD OF AI.DKRMEN OIVK A HEAR- 
ING TO DKl’OOIHT SKARURY. 


The hoard of aldermen mot Monday 
evening with all the members present. 

A hearing: was given to ('has. A. Sea- 
burv of Newton Centre, to show cause 
why his druggists’ liquor license should 
not he revoked, his clerk, Frederick E. 
Keene, having been lined $.">0 and costs 
for the illegal sale of liquor. 

Mr. Seahury said that he wished to 
give a full and frank statement of the 
facts. He received his licence this year 
and gave bonds in the usual way, but on 
account of the change in the State law 
new bonds were required. The day he 
received .notice of this he was ill and 
was just starting for his home in Maine. 
His clerk promised to attend to the mat- 
ter and have it all tixed up. The bond 
was sent to him for his signature, and ns 
soon as he was able to sit up he went be- 
fore a notary, had it signed, and it was 
returned to his clerk, who was to see his 
bondsmen and get their signatures. He 
supposed it was all light. He was ill 
four weeks and only returned to Newton 
Centre on July 4th. His clerk did not 
tell him of the indictment until Friday 
night, and he had come over to tell the 
truth about it. He had repeatedly cau- 
tioned his clerk to sell liquor only in ac- 
cordance with the law. 

Mayor Kimball asked if Ward 0 people 
had not said that his store was not as 
careful in the sale of liquor as it ought 
to be. Mr. Seabury acknowledged that 
he had heard this, and so had cautioned 
his clerk, ami the clerk had said that he 
never sold except in accordance with the 
law. 

Alderman Tyler — “How long have you 
bad the clerk?” Mr. Seabury— “Two 
years.” 

Alderman Tyler— “IIow long have you 
been suspicions that he was careless?” 
Mr. Seabury, “I have only heard the re- 
ports, and he denied that he had sold the 
liquor. It is impossible to get a clerk of 
whom you are not suspicious. He never 
sold by the glass. Oue report was start- 
ed by a prominent man, who saw another 
man coming out of my back door, and 
went round telling that I sold liqucr in 
my back office. The man had ouly been 
there to get medicine as he was sick.” 

Mayor Kimball, “I directed Marshal 
Hammond to call on you six or seven 
weeks ago, and tell you of these reports 
and that you were in danger of losing 
your liceuse.” 

Mr. Seabury, “That was very kind of 
you, but Marshal Hammond never came 
near me.” 

Marshal Richardsan, “Did not Offi- 
cer Huestis call on you two or three 
months ago?” Mr. Seabury, “Yes, and I 
cautioned my clerk at that time.” 

Marshal Richardson, “I examined 
your record book and it was in very bad 
condition. It simply bore the name of 
the buyer, but did not tell the kind or 
amount of liquor purchased.” 

Mr. Seabury, “I .always have a man 
sign the book and then question him, 
and if he does not appear a lit man I re- 
fuse to sell, but the name is left.” 

Marshal Richardson, “There were not 
a half dozen slips filled out in the book. 
Other druggists put ‘refused’ on the 
slips when the application is not tilled.’ 

Alderman Johnson, “Would it not be a 
good thing for you to do this?” Mr. Sea- 
bury, “Yes, but I had not thought of it 
before.” 

City Clerk Kingsbury told the circum- 
stances of the change in bonds bv the 
new State law, and said that he had cau- 
tioned Mr. Keene not to sell a drop of 
liquor until Mr. Seabury’s bonds were 
tilled. 

In response to further questions Mr. 
Seabury said he could not tell his aver- 
age sale of liquor, but the best men in 
Newton were among his customers, and 
that he had a right to sell to any man 
who was sober. Some men complained, 
but when the stories were investigated 
there was nothing in them. Two of the 
men who were circulating the sto- 
ries were, he thought, Avery L. Rand 
and Geo. Richardson. 

The hearing was then closed, no oth- 
ers wishing to be heard. 

mu. seabury’s license. 

After a recess the board considered the 
subject of revoking Mr. Seabury’s license. 
Aluerman Ward said that lie nad heard 
nothing against Mr. Seabury until after 
his license had been granted by the 
board. He had since discovered that it 
was the sentiment of many of the citi- 
zens of Newton Centre that the license 
should not have been granted. In rela- 
tion to the particular ease under consid- 
eration, lie bad beard Mr. Seabury’s 
statement, in which lie claimed that lie 
was ignorant ot the violation of the law, 
as lie had been away and matters had 
been lett with his clerk to whom lie gave 
instructions to obey all the requirements 
of the law. It seems to me that lie could 
not have been wholly ignorant and that 
lie should be held responsible. 1 would, 
therefore, move that his license be re- 
voked. if it is thought best, 1 should 
be willing to defer the matter until we 
can learn the feelings of the citizens in 
the matter. 

Alderman Tyler said that if the citi- 
zens were agreed that Mr. Seabury was 
not a trusty mail, lie thought the matter 
should be deterred until they could ap- 
pear before the board and state their 
views in the matter. I am not wholly 
satisfied with Mr. Seabury’s statement 
and so far as his clerk is concerned, lie 
should not employ a man that he cannot 
trust. I agree with Alderman Ward that 
it would be better to postpone the final 
disposition of the subject until the next 
meeting of the board in order to give the 
citizens of Newton Centre a chance to 
express tlicir sentiments. 

Alderman Childs believed in enforcing 
the liquor law rigorously, but was of the 
opinion that if the citizens of any ward 
made a complaint ugiust a man, they 
should have manhood sufficient to. ap- 
pear before the board and show cause 
why the license should he revoked. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Sealmry’s testimony, he 
was away from home, and 1 have no 
doubt that he guve his clerk instructions 
to observe all the requirements of the 
law. There may be excusable circuin- 
stauces and at present wo have only hear- 
say evidence in regard to the manner iu 
which lie has conducted his liquor sales. 
] should be w illing to postpone the mat- 
ter, but i think Mr. .Seabury should be 
notified to appear here that he may 


have the opportunity of hearing what 
the citizens have to say. I remember a 
case in Ward 1, where a druggist neg- 
lected to file his bonds and ho was lined 
f 100 and costs in our police court. He 
was instrumental in putting the. present 
iron clnd law through the legislature and 
was about the only druggist in the city 
who observed all the requirements of the 
law. A few days later, a druggist who 
had been previously convicted in the po 
lice court was again found guilty of n 
violation of tho law and the enormous 
line of $o0 and costs imposed. It seems 
to me that it is not obligatory for the 
board of aldermen to act upon hearsay 
evidence, and we want tho people of 
Newton Centre to come here and give 
their reasons why the license should ho 
revoked. 1 think that Mr. Seabury 
should be notified that ho may appear 
also and that we should have a fair, 
square hearing before wo decide this 
matter. There can be no doubt that Mr. 
Seabury’s clerk has done business in a 
loose manner, but I think it has been a 
lesson to Mr. Seabury, and that lie will 
discharge his present clerk and employ 
some more trustworthy person. 

Alderman Tyler said that he thought 
it would he an* admirable opportunity for 
the gentlemen of Newton Centre who 
believed in a rigorous enforcement of the 
liquor law to come before the board and 
face this apothecary, if he is not a trust- 
worthy man as has been alleged. 

Alderman Ward said that it would he 
difficult for citizens to come before the 
board and prove illegal sales of liquor, 
especially ns it was hard for the police 
to obtain such evidence. It seems to nie 
that as he has broken the law we should 
hold him responsible, it is our du- 
ty to enforce the law ns far as we are 
able. 

Alderman Childs said that it was an 
easy thing for the citizens in any ward to 
say that a druggist was not complying 
with the law, but in his opinion they 
should be willing to submit the proof of 
such statements. We frequently hear it 
remarked that the liquor law is not being 
enforced in Newton, but 1 do not think 
the mayor or the police committee 
would attempt to shield any person who 
had violated the law. I should not feel 
that I was doing right in voting to re- 
voke this man’s license unless the citi- 
zens appear here and show that he is not 
conforming to the conditions of his li- 
cense. His bond was not tiled and his 
clerk pleaded guilty to keeping and expos- 
ing liquor for sale. The mayor gave the 
city marshal instructions to notify Mr. 
Seabury that his bond must be tiled, but 
Mr. Seabury says that he never received 
the message. 

After some further discussion it was 
voted not to revoke Mr. Seabury’s li- 
cense. 

On motion of Alderman Childs it was 
voted to give a hearing to the citizens of 
Newton Centre, Monday evening, July 23, 
at 7.30 o’clock, for the purpose of giving 
them an opportunity to appear and show 
cause why Mr. Seabury’s license should 
be revoked. 

The city clerk was instructed to give 
notice of the hearing and also to notify 
Mr. Seabury that he must not sell any 
more liquor until bis bonds had been 
tiled: also to notify Mr. Seabury of the 
hearing that lie might be present.

May 29, provides for.the appointment of 
a commission of "three competent and 
experienced civil engineers,” who shall 
report in print, on or before the 1st day 
of February next, “upon the subject of 
the gradual abolition of the crossings of 
highways by railroads at grade.” The 
abolition of grate crossings is a very 
delicate problem, and one in which the 
best talent should bo employed. As 
they are a constant source of danger, 
their abolition will be both a benefit to 
the public and to the railroads as well. 

Doubtless the railroad managers will see 
the wisdom and economy of an early and 
willing cooperation with the commission 
in devising a general scheme for the abo- 
lition of grade crossings.

Indeed, analysts seem to find 
no baking powder entirely free from 
some one of these objectionable ingredi- 
ents except the Royal, and that they re- 
port as chemically pure. We find some 
of the baking powders advertised as 
pure, tocoutain, under the test of Pro- 
fessors ( ’handler, Ilabirshaw and others, 
nearly twelve per cent, of lime, while 
others are made from alum with no 
cream ot tartar. This, we presume, ac- 
counts for their luck of leavening pow- 
der as sometimes co iipluined of by the 
cook, and for the hitter taste found iu 
the biscuits so frequently complained of 
by ourselves. ^ 

But aside from the inferiority of the 
work done by these powders, the physi- 
cians assure us that lime and alum taken 
into the system iu such quantities as this

Items of Interest in New York. 

Nkw York, July 1). 

The east wind and rain to-day are not 
unpleasant after the hot days and nights 
of the .past two weeks. “Everyone is 
supposed to he out of town, aml„ doubt- 
less, all those who arc fortunate enough 
4o be able to get away have gone: but the 
streets and shops, to say nothing of the 
horse cars and elevated trains, are quite 
us full during the greater part of the day 
as they are in colder weather. And 
speaking of public conveyances I must 
not forget to say that a really novel 
feature in this line are the few stages. run 
by the Fifth A venue Company, that have 
seats on top reached by a winding stair- 
way behind, and drawn by three horses 
abreast. Tbo odd thing about it is that 
so many women occupy J^bese outside 
seats. I really stood stilFin the street 
the other day to watch a woman, with a 
long-clothes baby in her arm, mount 
these perilous looking stairs. She 
reached the top without any accident to 
the baby, much to my surprise, and 
staggered to a seat as the horses started. 
What the price of the fare is fort a ride 
•on top, ! do not know, as I, myself, have 
no ambition to climb so high; but the 
•other day a very obliging gentleman who 
was seated inside, and had already paid 
his fare of five cents, offered to ride on 
top, in order that a lady who had entered 
the crowded stage might occupy his in- 
side seat. The lady gladly accepted the 
offer, and the driver compelled the gen- 
tleman to pay another fare. 

The Sixth Avenue line is running a few 
open cars this year, for the first time. I 
am told that in Boston all the horse cars 
are open in summer. They have uover 
been used here on the lines that carry 
the best class of passengers, the Madi- 
son Avenue, Broadway and Sixth Avenue 
roads. 

1 paid a visit the other day to the Sea- 
side Cottage at North Long Branch, 
which was undertaken by the late Mrs. 
Fletcher Harper, Jr., as a comfortable 
place where working women of all kinds, 
•excepting servants, might go for two 
weeks in summer, and -have good hoard 
at a reasonable price. It is a very pretty 
cottage near the station, the back lawn 
reaching to the beach. Broad piazzas 
overlook tho sea, while inside are a 
.sufficient number of bed-rooms to accom- 
modate fifty women, and a large and 
beautiful parlor furnished as only good 
taste and money can furnish it. The 
dining-room is large and airy, and the 
food is the best that can be bought. 
Thirty women and girls are now there, 
from the cash girl of sixteen, to the agetl 
widow of a Presbyterian clergyman, en- 
joying the cool sea breezes, and freedom 
from work and care. Bath houses and a 
bathing master are provided, and thu 
guests are subject to no rules, except tho 
•one that closes tho house at ten o’clock. 
Prayers are read morning and evening, 
but no one is compelled to attend. When 
asked how they celebrated the Fourth of 
July, thu genial superintendent, Mrs. 
Huuuessy, said, “O, we raised the Hag 
and ate all wo could!” 

But this is not thu only establishment 
of tho kind. Miss Clara Potter, tho 
eldest daughter rtf Bishop Potter, has 
taken a house in tho Adiroudacks for tho 
summer, and is to open it for workiug 
girls ami women at a low price, taking 
eutire charge of it herself. The house is 
large enough to accommodate thirty per- 
sons, and Miss Potter will have servants 
to help her. but she is thu matron, or 
superintendent. This same Miss Potter 
a few years ago, took a house in the 
same place, and invited her friends to 
pass the summer with her at the rate of 
812 a week. The present venture is 
much thu nobler of thu two, and I, for 
one, hope the attempt will he successful 
enough to warrant her in continuing thu 
good work.

Extraordinary Letter From Urcelcy to 

Lincoln. 

The following extraordinary letter was 
written by Horace Greeley to President 
Lincoln aftor the battle of Bull Run, and 
is printed for tho first time in the Lin- 
coln Life in tho Juno Century. It will 
be remembered that before the battle 
Mr. Greeley had kopt a standing head- 
line in his papor, — urging the armies 
“Forward to Richmond,— Forward to 
Richmond’’: 

“New York, Monday, July 20, 1801. 

“Midnight. 

“Dear Sir: This is my seventh sleep- 
less night— yours, too, doubtless — yet I 
think I shall uot die, because I have no 
right to die. I must struggle to live, 
however bitterly. But to Business. You 
are not considered a great man, and I 
am a hopelessly broken one. You are 
now undergoing a terrible ordeal, and 
God has thrown tho gravest responsibili- 
ties upon you. Do not fear to meet 
them. Can tho rebels he beaten after all 
that has'occurred, and in view of the ac- 
tual state of fueling caused by our late 
awful disaster? If they can,— and it is 
your business to ascertain and decide, — 
write to mo that such is your judgment, 
so that I may know and do my duty. 
And if they cannot he beaten,— if our re- 
cent disaster is fatal.— do not fear to sac- 
rifice yourself to your country. If tho 
rebels are not to bo beaten,— if that is 
your judgment in view of all the light 
you can get, — then every drop of blood 
henceforth shed in this quarrel will be 
wantonly, wickedly shed, and the guilt 
will rest heavily on tho soul of every 
promoter of tho crime. I pray you to 
decide quickly and let me know my 
duty. 

“If tho Union is irrevocably gone, an 
armistice for JO, 00, 00, 120 days— better 
still for a year— ought at onco to bo pro- 
posed, with a view to a peaceful adjust- 
ment. Then Congress should call a na- 
tional convention, to meet at the earliest 
possible day. And there should bo an 
immediate and mutual exchange or re- 
lease of prisoners and a disband- 
ment of forces. I do not consider my- 
self at present a judge of anything but 
the public sentiment. That seems to 
mo everywhere gathering and deepening 
against a prosecution of the war. The 
gloom in this city is funereal, — for our 
dead at Bull Run were many, and they 
lie unburied yet. On every brow sits 
sullen, scorching, black despair. It 
would be easy to have Mr. Crittenden 
move any proposition that ought to be 
adopted, or to have it come from any 
proper quarter. The first point is to as- 
certain what is best that can be done — 
which is the measure of <*ur duty, and 
do that very thing at the earliest mo- 
ment. 

“This letter is written in the strictest 
confidence, and is for your eye alone. 
But you are at liberty to say to members 
of your Cabinet that you know 1 will 
second any move you may see fit to 
make. But do nothing timidly or by 
halves. Send me word what to do. I 
will live till I can hear it at all events. If 
it is best for tho country and for mankind 
that wo make peace with the rebels at 
once and on their own terms, do not 
shrink even from that. But bear in 
mind the greatest truth : ‘Whoso would 
lose his life tor my sake shall save it. 
Do the thing that is the highest right, 
and tell me how I am to second you.

The Campaign of 1840. 

The “Log-Cabin” and Hard-Cider” 
Campaign of 1840 is without a parallel in 
the history of tho country. Martiu Van 
Burett, nicknamed “Little Van,” and 
William Henry Harrison, affectionately 
ealled “Old Tip,” were the candidates of 
the Democratic and Whig parties re- 
spectively. The song writers wore with 
the Whigs during that canvas, and the 
people were with the songmakers. The 
Whigs everywhere held great and enthu- 
siastic meetings. Miniature log cabins 
were constructed, with the stars and 
strips floating over them, and invariably 
beside the cabin door would be seen a 
keg beariug tho rubric, “hard rider. 
Stump speaking was all tho rage. 
Tho newspaper and the telegraph were 
not as they are now. The people came 
from near and far to tho barbecues. The 
country rung with the name and fame of 
General Harrison. Tho more the Demo- 
crats, with their disciplined partisan 
hosts, ridiculed the Whigs, who had in* 
such splendid organization, the more 
fervid became the supporters of Harri- 
son. The young men caught tho spell of 
patriotism and song. 

“Farewell, dear Van, 

You’re not our man; 

To guide the ship 

We’ll try old Tip.” 

The more tho shouting, singing cam- 
paign of tho Whigs was jeered and 
sneered at, bantered and burlesqued by 
tho Democrats, tho intenser became the 
enthusiasm of the Harrison hosts. Song- 
writers sprang up all over tho country. 
No political meeting was complete with- 
out its campaign music. Song books 
with tho popular versos were published. 
Always some well-known aim popular 
air was chosen, and thu words usually 
admirably suited the purpose. Tho peo- 
ple took up thu refrain and it was sung 
by thousands at the hustings, in the 
shops and stores and fields and along the 
highways. Seamen sang them when 
hoisting sail or anchor; they were com- 
mon ulong thu tow-paths; harvesters 
varied their toil with the winning words 
ami music, and all ranks uud classes and 
colors repeated thu rhymes and bars of 
the campaign.— [Inter Ocean.

THE RATIFICATION MEETING. 


Tho Newton Republican Club’s ban- 
quet and ratification meeting was a very 
successful affair, and has started off the 
campaign in good shape. All the wards 
were represented, and one of the most 
encouraging things about it was tho 
large number of young men present and 
the intelligent interest they manifested. 

A fair idea of tho intelligent manner in 
which the campaign issues were dealt 
with can be gathered from the address 
of Hon. Levi C. Wade, who was received 
with an enthusiasm that, left no doubt 
of his popularity among the young Re- 
publicans of Newton. It was in great 
contrast to the usual stilted and exagger- 
ated partizansliip displayed by profes- 
sional campaign speakers, but it left no 
doubt of Mr. Wade’s devotion to the Re- 
publican party, nor of his ability to give 
satisfactory reasons for his support of 
the Republican ticket. It is such 
speeches that are needed in the present 
campaign, and Mr. Wade will proba- 
bly be frequently called upon for the 
next few’ months. The voters can be 
moved much more effectively by appeals 
to their l’easou than to their partisanship. 
The younger voters of to-day are accus- 
tomed to hear both sides of the political 
question, and to weigh and pronounce 
upon the arguments that are presented. 
Appeals to the past history of the party, 
or to past issues, do not affect them as .it 
does the older men, the young voters 
want to know what the party stands for 
to-day, and what is its real position on 
the great questions now before the coun- 
try. It was such voters that Mr. Wade 
addressed, and if this Congressional dis 
trict should be canvassed by such speak- 
ers, with such a man as Mr. Wade as the 
candidate, there would be no hope of 
second term for Mr. Burnett. 

The other speakers at the ratification 
meeting made good addresses, and Mr. 
D. W. Farquliar made as good a showing 
as was possible, probably, for the doings 
of the Massachusetts delegation at Chi- 
cago, which was so divided in its 
views that it did not have much effect 
upon the result. Good nominations 
were made but other states obtained the 
credit for them. Mr. Farquliar also 
seems inclined to regard the so-called 
“free whiskey'’ plank as a serious issue, 
instead of “a mere abstract proposition” 
as Senator Hiscock and other eminent 
Republican leaders are styling ir. 

Now that the ticket is properly rati- 
fied, active campaign work in Newton 


Tho debate over the placing of sugar 
on tho free list has been very amusing to 
the spectators. The Cannon amendment 
to place sugar on the free list and give a 
bounty to the sugar growers would cer- 
tainly have been the cheapest way out of 
it, if one did not care for principle, and 
the way it brought out Mr. Kelley of Penn- 
sylvania.wlio imagined that the Pennsyl- 
vania idea of protection was being at- 
tacked, was quite as funny as the con- 
sternation the motion caused among the 
supporters of the Mills hill. Mr. Ding- 
ley’s amendment to reduco the duty ono 
half might naturally have been expected 
to have found favor with the tariff re- 
form Democrats, but they rallied to de- 
feat it, and thus showed tho insincerity 
of their professions. They pretend to be 
opposed to trusts, but the sugar trust is 
one of the most oppressive in the coun- 
try, and the Democrats treat it as though 
it were a Democratic institution. The 
sugar growers are in a Democratic state, 
also, aud hence they must be carefully 
looked after, and this is what the Demo- 
cratic party calls statesmanship. 

The sugar duty, as Mr. Dingley said, 
is a tax which burdens the consumer to 
the full extent of the duty, aud it is one 
of the first which should be repealed. 
The Democrats pretend to favor taxing 
the luxuries and making the necessaries 
free, and yet they seem to be afraid to 
touch the sugar duty. It is a burden 
which every family feels, and its repeal 
would do away at once with about half 
of the surplus. 

The announcement that the Senate is i 
to prepare a tariff reduction bill gives 
rise to the hope that some wise measure 
will he prepared, which will show some- 
thing like an intelligent policy. Senator 
Sherman may be accepted as high author- 
ity on what the measure will be, and he 
very significantly told the Cincinnati 
Board of Trade, on Thursday last, that 
“every man of sense knows that the 
Government should not collect any more 
money than is actually necessary to 
carry on its business with close econo- 
my.” That is a policy on which all in- 
telligent Republicans could agree. 


A SMALL CYCLONE. 


NEWTON GETS A I AIN’T IDEA OF A WEST- 
BILN STORM. 


Newton was visited about midnight. 
Wednesday night, by a small cyclone 
which caino from the direction of Wal- 
tham, touching first at North street ami 
extending over Morse field, and through 
Newton across the valley between Mount 
Ida and Brighton Hill. Outside of this 
limit very little damage was done, but 
the cyclono began by taking the roof off 
Mr. W. E. Fuller’s barn on North street, 
uprooting an elmone hundred years old, 
a large willow, twisting branches oil 
from other trees and striking across the 
fields, leaving u piloted trees and broken 
branches in its path. Af Silver Lake a 
number of trees were uprooted, and all 
along Watertown itroot trees were blown 
down, branches broken off, chimneys 
levelled, and Thursday morning tho street 
wsa impassable. Through Morso field the 
wind played the same pranks, taking 
a tree here and there, blowing down the 
silk mill shed, and alowing the slates off 
the roof, smashing about half tho win- 
dows in the mill. Nr. A. F. Emery lost 
his diningroom windows and several 
trees, and all through the district havoc 
was caused; Mr. Ileiry Fuller’s yard was 
filled with broken branches of trees, 
and crossing Washington street, two 
large windows in tie Baptist church 
wore blown in. Mr. N. K. Putnam of 
Vernon street lost a large elm which 
blew against his lioust, smashing several 
windows; another large elm on Mr. J. C. 
Chatliin’s sidewalk was uprooted; Mr. 
Ellison lost a part of at elm; a tree in the 
park at the junction of Park and Wash- 
ington streets was cut dean off from the 
trunk, and J. F. Bailey ost several trees ; 
Mr. N. P. Coburn, who lost so many 
trees by the famous stoim of some six 
years ago, lost a handsome chestnut, and 
Alderman Tyler lost a very large and 
handsome black walnut, beside several

THE POLICE CHANGES. 


The animus of tho comments on the 
changes in the police department, in a 
Newtonjand Boston paper, is so evident 
that it defeats the object of the com- 
ments. The writers. or rather the insti- 
gators of the article, were so determined 
to censure Mayor Kimball, that they 
have not only censured him, but they 
have found the whole board of aider- 
men equally guilty of wrong-doing, 
malice, and a half dozen other dreadful 
things. 

In both articles an attempt is made to 
put tiie responsibility for the statements 
made upon Councilman Kennedy, but I 
this must have beeu an error, as Mr. 
Kennedy was present at the meetiugs of 
the investigating committee and knew 
what occurred there quite as well as Al- 
derman Ward, Alderman Chadwick, Al- 
dermanlChilds, and the members of the j 
police committee, Aldermen Tyler and 
Johnson, who all agree in pronouncing 
the statements in tho Boston paper mi- , 
true and without any foundation in fact. 

It is hardly necccssary for the Gbaimiic 
to come to the defence of these members 
of the board of aldermen, as they are 
well known in every ward in tho city, 
aud there is uo citizen of Newton who 
would he unwilling to believe their un- 
supported statements. Tho mere men- 
tion of the uuines of those gentlemen 
would prove to all the citizens that they 
would see no injustice done, and that 
everything was fair aud aboveboard. 
The letter from Alderman Childs cor- 
rects some of the misstatements made 
and shows the ridiculous nuture of some 
of the errors the writers of the articles 


to Congress instead of “working politi- 
cians,” the matter would be remedied 
without delay. The greatest need of the 
country is not one cent postage but to 
have the postal service placed on a busi- 
ness basis, and taken entirely out of pol- 
itics. 


The so-called “free whiskey” plank in 
the Chicago platform is called by Sena- 
tor Hiscock of New York, who helped to 
frame it, “nothing more than an abstract 
proposition.” He further says that it 
can have no pluce in practical legislation, 
and that the country will judge the par- 
ty, not upon an abstract idea inserted in 
a platform, hut upon the answer the Seu- 
ate frames to the Millsbill, which will be 
in accordance with the policy of tiie par- 
ty iu regard to tariff revision. He is not 
sorry that the “free whiskey” clause was 
inserted, as “it will show’ to a certain 
class of men how little support the prop- 
osition really has.” This is equivalent 
to saying that the plank does uot repre- 
sent the party, which is very near tho 
truth, and it is fortunate that the Senate 
has an opportunity to set the party right 
I on this great question. If the Senate 
i draws up a wise measure of tariff reviu- 
ion it will be of great help to the party. 


Mu. R. T. Sullivan, the shoddy manu- 
facturer of Lower Falls, tells an Adver- 
tiser reporter that the Mills hill would 
ruin his business, and that lie is uo loug- 
er a Democrat. Hu says also that he pays 
his men from $8 to $10 a week, and the 
women a week, and that the only way 
he could succeed under the Mills hill 
would he to reduce his men to $lorS() 
cents a day, aud the women to 50 cents.

out of his salary. The salary is now 8‘-’,ooo 
a year, aud Mr. Turner is now receiving 
the congratulations of all tlie patrons of 
tlie office without regard to party. The 
post office is now to occupy the entire store, 
and is to lie fitted up ami improved. The 
increase is largely due to tlie rapid growth 
of Ward Two, and also to tlie satisfactory 
way in which Mr. Turner lias discharged 
ids duties.

Newtan Horse Railroad. 

To the Editor of the Okapiiic. 

Noticing in your paper of the fitli the 
extracts from the report of the Railroad 
Commissioners about railroad crossings, 
wo desire to make a few remarks on the 
subject. 

Through tlie city of Newton. composed 
of villages, runs tlie Boston A Albany 
Railroad, dividing tlie city in halves. 

I; is of great importance to Newton to 
hate tlie convenience and comfort of 
strset cars, connecting tlie villages and 
the halves, but the Railroad Commission- 
ers refuse consent to have them cross 
tin Boston A Albany rails. Why should 
this really vital interest of Newton he in 
tli3 control of a lawyer aud two men of 
btsiness of Boston? able and honest men 
we doubt not. 

But it is a matter between the citizens 
of Newton and the Boston & Albany 
Railroad as per their charter. 

The city has the same right to cross 
tlie rails with a horse-car as with carry- 
alls, buggys and other xeliicles, but tlie 
Commissioners say only the carryalls and 
other vehicles shall pass, so the great 
and fast growing city is today deprived 
of the great convenience, comfort aud 
benefits of street cars for no sufficient 
reason, or in fact any one sound reason 
at all. We have just read the charter of 
the Boston & Worcester road. It is es- 
sentially this. All powers are given to 
march rough shod to Worcester, with 
monopoly of thirty years on condition of 
tlie road’s paying ail damages aud charg- 
ing no higher fare than is uecossary to 
earn ten per cent on the money invested. 
Of these conditions the road can ask no 
abatement, as fulfilling them ail, she lias 
earned more than ten per cent. 

The paying all damages includes, mak- 
ing it safe to pass the rails at the cross- 
ing. at grade, which is a thing not at all 
difficult to do without resort to tlie wild 
idea of going either over or under the 
rails. 

Tlie automaton warning gives ample 
notice of anything approaching from 
any direction, and with a mau each side 
with tlio order “nothing can puss when 
the bars are down,” not half as many 
accidents would be likely to occur as 
from the greater number of vehicles 
going under or over the rails. 

Wo doubt if a single fatal accident has 
happened in Newton since the road was 
opened that this arrangement would not 
have prevented. If found necessary, a 
double instead of a single bar might be 
adopted. Nobody jumps over now, and 
then nobody would crawl under. And as 
to the three Newton crossings, orders 
could be given and the whole arrange- 
ment accomplished withiu an hour’s 
time. 

Since writing the above we have seen 
report to the commissioners, refusing 
permission of street horse-cars to pass 
over the rails of tlie Boston A Albany R. 
R. For the Legislature to give to three 
men of Boston (instead of the courts) 
the power as in this case, to veto the mu- 
nicipal judgment of tiie cities and towns 
of the Commonwealth, was a tremen- 
dous power to give, anil in our belief, a 
tremendous mistake as regards the inter- 
est of the people, even if asked for by 
all tlie great railroads. 

For several years now the City of New- 
ton has been denied tlie convenience, fa- 
cility and comfort, which tlie mass of its 
population greatly need, because these 
Railroad Commissioners imagine it 
would be belter to abolish grade cross- 
ings by going over or under the rails, 
neither of which will prove to be possi- 
ble at tlie three principal crossings of 
Newton. 

Look for a moment at the effect of go- 
ing over the rails nt Newtonville. it 
would so derange as to greatly destroy 
its property besides tlie cost of the road, 
yet this is the central village of the 
whole city, surrounded by hills and beau- 
tiful locations that arc destined to be oc- 
cupied by thousands. 

The commissioners talk of abolishing 
crossing am) separating grades as if tri- 
lling matters, with apparently uo reali- 
zation of I lie cost or consequences in- 
volved. T. II. C.

Weeds, nothing lut woeds, you will 
say, as you look at lie list; and yet wo 
tfoubt if you could tko any nine llowors 
out of a gvcenhouseM ithout special se- 
lection, that would \ontain inoro ele- 
ments of interest nnd\eauty, than these 
very weens. 

What is a weed? Vfying degrees of 
usefulness or beauty nnnot determine 
this classification. A'eed has been va- 
riously described; it ia plant growing 
out of place; growing hero wo wish to 
cutivate something cj; it is a plant 
whose qualities and vipos aro not yet 
known; it is a plant soommon that we 
have lost all appreciatio of its merits. 
What are the weeds of ie country may 
be the cherished occupas of a carefully 
cultivated garden in anqer. 

“Westward the star of ema takes its way,” 
and so also does the migting swarm of 
plants; but we find occasnal instances 
of a movement in the ophite direction. 
The Cone-Flower is a nati of our west- 
ern prairies, but lias latehvandered all 
through the Eastern Sta*. With its 
deep golden yellow rays a dark purple 
centre it is one of the i*t beautiful 
members of the great faniipf the Com- 
posite, which gives us solany showy 
garden flowers.

The Guide at Gettysburg. 

[From the X. Y. Times,] 

Certainly nine out of ton visitors to 
Gettysburg have read a history of tho 
battle, and not a small proportion of this 
clues considers itself qualified to approve 
or condemn. Before coming here they 
may have an intelligent conception of the 
lay of tlie land, or think so. Should a 
visitor such as these come here, remain 
for a day, stick to his room, have his 
meals served there, ask no questions, and 
depart without having discovered the 
points of the compass, he may continue 
to think he knows something about tho 
battlefield of Gettysburg. Of course the 
casual visitor never does anything of this 
sort. He gets off tho cars. He is clutched 
by a hotel “runner.” He puts li is name 
on tlie hotel “register.” lie asks how 
lie can reach tho battlefield. That seals 
his doom. He is furnished with a guide, 
a horse and a buggy. Thou his troubles 
begin. The guide was born at Gettys- 
burg. lie was l» years old when tlie battle 
was fought, and for three days lie and 
tho other members of the family lived iu 
a cellar. On the fourth day ho’ hovered 
on tlie outskirts of tho battle, and 
following tlie example of his elders, 
picked up everything that was mov- 
able and stored it in the cellar. As 
soon as tho army moved ou and visitors 
began pouring into Gettysburg bo be- 
came a guide. He knew nothing about 
the battle except what had been told io 
him by his father, who had maintained a 
determined condition of masterful in- 
activity in the cellar until the tight was 
over. For years, ou an average of twice 
a day, he hears an authoritative history 
of the battle. His gray matter becomes 
impregnated with certain striking hits of 
each history, lie dovetails these hits to- 
gether and learns them by heart. Hu 
takes a visitor over tiie battlefield and 
tells his story of tlie battle. Tho visitor 
is a modest man. lie is startled by much 
of thu information vouchsafed by his 
guide, Imt his modesty shuts his mouth. 
Iu time thu guide grows hardened. At 
tho present day thu average Gettysburg 
guide may be broken, but he canuut he 
bent. Nothing can induce him to modify 
his story, ami if thu visitor is satisfied 
that inaccuracies are hurled at him and 
protests, the guide may lie silenced, but 
lie cannot bo induced to retract. Ho was 
bora on the ground and lias been a guide 
ever since lie was old enough to hold the 
reins. He lived through thu buttle, and 
if lie does not know how tlie battle 
of Gettysburg was fought, who does? 


“Sunday School ^ollticH. ,,

Mr. Low’s aspirations ought not here- 
after to lead him outahle of Sunday 
school. He is designed by Nature as a 
first-rate Sunday-school politician.- [New 
York Tribune. 

If Mr. Low’s statement is that of a 
first-rate Sunday-school politician, all 
good citizens will pray for more Sunday 
school politicians. Tho question is per- 
tinent which Mr. Curtis put some time 
ago. Which is better, saloon politics or 
Sunday-school politics? We say nothing 
as to the wisdom of Mr. Low’s views on 
the subject ot protection. We should be 
equally emphatic if he were following 
Ids convictions out of the Democratic 
into tlie Republican party. Hut wo de- 
sire to bo promptly in tlie’ field in com- 
mending to all young men the course of 
a young man who resolves to be true to 
his convictions at whatever cost. In this 
case the cost is considerable. Mr. Low 
cannot expect tlie support of Republi- 
cans, for he repudiates the fundamental 
plank'iii the Republican platform— taxa- 
tion for tho sake of protection. He can- 
not expect the support of tlie Democrats 
for ho declares his sympathies with, and 
his readiness to support the Republican 
party on State issues. With notable po- 
litical capabilities, with worthy political 
ambitions, lie steps out of the connections 
which alone afford him a hope of political 
preferment, because bis convictions sum- 
mon him, and is jeeted at as a Sunday 
school politician. And this jeer conies 
from a paper which was founded and 
built up by a man who, witli all his 
faults, won the respect of both friends 
and enemies by his own stalwart courage 
of convictions; by a paper which six- 
teen years ago abandoned tlie Republican 
party to advocate the election of the 
Democratic nominees for tlie presidency. 
The New York Tribune lias a short mem- 
ory. In jeering at political independence 
it jeers at its own founder and its own 
history. 

There is no lesson American voters 
more need to have inculcated than that 
parties exist for principles, not principles 
tor parties; that political organizations 
are the servants, not tlie masters, of the 
people; that it is tho duty of tlie voter, 
disregarding every bribe, whether the 
vulgar one of a five-dollar bill sit tho 
polls or the more reputable one of polit- 
ical preferment at the primary, to vote 
for and with that party whose purpose 
and principles commend themselves to 
his judgment. And there are no men 
more needed in American politics than 
leaders who aro worthy to bo followed 
because they dare themselves to lie led 
by their own convictions. He who is 
disloyal to himself is never truly loyal 
to his party. Ho who. believing in the 
principles of one party, votes for the 
e initiate* of t’ e other, does so at tlie 
hazard of either his self-respect or bis 
intellectual discernment. And any man 
who for partisan reasons hazards either 
his self-respect or liis power of intelli- 
gent discernment, forfeits the right to 
lead men who are self-respecting and in- 
telligent. We open here a roll of .Sun- 
day school politicians, with Mr. Low at 
tlie head of the column, nnd shall be 
glad to add to the list the name of any 
man who follows his example by follow- 
ing his own convictions, from whatever 
and into whatever political party they 
may lead him.

Gen. Draper will probably have a good 
many delegates in the coming Republican 
State convention, but Gov. Ames is like- 
ly to bo re-nominated and elected for a 
third term; Political wire-pullers are 
somewhat busy about the matter, but 
voters generally appear to have little in- 
terest in it.

—Col. T. F. Kingsbury lias returned from 
Gettysburg, nnd from him we glean a few 
impressions of the appearance of the bat- 
tlefield to day and the sentiment of tlie sur- 
vivors of tlie civil strife, north and south. 
It was a glorious gathering of Amer- 
icans handed together under one com- 
mon government. The northern and 
the southern participants in the famous 
battle walked over the field, now covered 
with waving grain, and traced tin* posi- 
tions of the two great armies. Here and 
there were noticed some form of monument 
or stone, marking the spot where the sol- 
diers met in deadly confiict. The location 
of the :?2d regiment to which tin* Newton 
company was attached was easily recog- 
nized owing to the bowlders and noticeable 
landmarks which marked the spot. The 
monuments erected by the State of Ohio 
on the battle field are more beautiful 
than those .£ any other State, but the 
monuments from Massachusetts are more 
suggestive of war scenes. The mon- 
ument of the J2d Regiment Association is 
a solid block of granite made, in tlie form 
of a shelter tent with the 5th corps badge 
cut upon it and hearing an appropriate in- 
scription. The only monument on the Con- 
federate battlefield grounds is one erected 
in memory of Gen. Armistead who fell gal- 
lantly lighting at the Bloody Angle, twenty 
feet inside the Union lines. It is a tribute 
to American bravery and a justifiable rec- 
ognition of a soldier’s worth, in survey- 
ing tlie field at this point, one would share 
the opiuion of Gen. Longstreet that the 
charge ordered by Gen. Lee was a fatal 
mistake. To-day we can see where the 
great mistakes were made on those event- 
ful three days of fighting. Had Jackson 
been alive, for example, and in Ewell’s 
place at the foot of Culp’s Hill, he would 
nave captured that position and got posses- 
sion of Balt’s Dike, capturing our trains, a 
vast number of prisoners, and causing us to 
fall back ingloriously upon Pipe Creek or 
some other line. Had Lee kept Stuart and 
his cavalry near him, he would doubtless 
have made a much better fight. On the 
other hand, if Gen. Grant had commanded 
instead of Gen. Meade, he would, after the 
repulse of Diekett.have given the old Army 
of the Potomac such a victory as we were 
all burning to win and would have created 
such confidence in that army that Grant 
would have found no trouble in whipping 
and driving Lee in such places as the Wil- 
derness, Siiottsylvania and Cold Harbor and 
should have had no seige of Petersburg

THE rOPVl.AU TWAIN ON THE BOSTON A 
MAINE. 


The popularity of this train last sea- 
son has induced the Boston * Maine 
management to add several improve- 
ments this season. Only those who havo* 
enjoyed the comforts of travelling in one 
of these palace trains can for a moment 
imagine the pleasure derived from this 
mode of travelling, nnd those who once 
patronize it will always be glad to avail 
themselves of the privileges offered at 
the small amount asked in access to the 



regular fare. For the information of our 
readers and through the courtesy of Mr. 
Charles E. Lord, of the Boston & Maine 
railroad we are permitted to give an il- 


lustrated description of this train as it 
will run the coming season. 

By an ingenious devise tho whole train 
is united under one continuous roof, so 
that the passengers can go from one car 
to another without being exposed to the 
weather, and without any danger. The 
vestibules aro formed by enclosing tho 
platform, as shown in the cut given be- 
low. Tho finish of tho vestibules is as 
elaborate as the interior of tho cars, and 
tho side doors are locked when the 
train is in motion. Another important 
result attained is that of safety. The 
pressure is not confined to the car plat- 
forms, but is made uniform from floor to 
j roof, tho frames of the cars being 
strengthened to provide for this. By 
this arrangement is it practically impos- 
sible for the er\rs to become telescoped. 

! Tho diningroom, smoking-room, and all 
tho parts of the train aro thus made ac- 
cessible. and tho comfort of the passen- 
gers gieatly enhanced. 

The train will leave Boston at '.bio a. 
m., and get into Bar Harbor at 8:85 p. 
m., about two hours earlier than the 
regular train, starting 15 minutes earlier 
in the morning. The running time this 
year will show a gain of 44 minutes as 
compared with the timo last year. The 
vestibule train will stop at Old Orchard 
Beach and Danville.Tunction to accommo- 
date passengers to Poland Springs. Tho 
return train will leavo at 7,10 a. m., ar- 
riving in Boston at 8:45 p. m., giving 
time to take the 4:80 p. m. train to New 
York, thus making the journey from Bar 
Harbor to New York in one day. The 
distance is about 580 miles. There will 
be a sleeping car for Bar Harbor run from 
Washington this year over the Pennsyl- 
vania, New York cfc New England and 
Boston & Maine. The regular parlor 
car train will run again this summer, 
stopping at Portland 80 minutes for din- 
ner. Bates of fare will be about the 
same as last year. 



the United States have to pay 40 per cent 
more for every needleful of thread they 
use. Tho whole sixty million aro taxed 
for the benetit of this firm and their few 
hundred workmen, that is, granting that 
their workmen get tho benefit of tho 
duty, instead of the manufacturers, 
which 1 very much doubt. 

Every poor seamstress in tho country, 
evory mother who has to patch hor chil- 
dren's clothes, contributes to tho support 
of these factories. For a dollar’s worth 
of thread they havo to nay a dollar and 
forty cents. 

What I would like to know is, whether 
tho sixty millions are any better off for t 
such factories as these. A few people 
make money, but the great majority have 
to pay for it. If sugar was not produced 
in this country, every me could buy their 
sugar for 2 cents a pound less, and the 
same is true with rice, and with every 
article that is manufactured here. 1 
represent probably fifty million of the 
American people. I have a small fixed 
income, and am not interested in any 
factory or other industry. Yet when I 
build a house I pay a large portion of 
the cost to help the men who manufac- 
ture lumber, nails, paints, oils, etc. In 
furnishing it 1 again am called on to help 
the men who manufacture carpets, paper, 
woolen goods, furniture, stoves, etc. 
When I heat it, 1 am again called on to 
onact a philanthropic part to tho Pennsyl 
vania coal men. if I want a now dress, 
or a spool of thread, or a woolen blanket, 
or a dish towel. 1 am again contributing 
to tho pockets of the men who may 
have some little factory that makes such 
goods. 

I have about concluded that between 
an American manufacturer and a street 
beggar, I prefer the beggar. He accept* 
alms and does not call it protection t« 
American industry. 

Tho whole system of protection, tax- 
ing the whole people for the benetit of a 
few, is one of the bad results of allow- 
ing men and men alone to make our 
laws, and tix up things to suit their owi 
iolfish schemes. If women were sent to 
Congress they would legislate for the 
good of tho whole people, and not for 
the sake of a few pampered manufac- 
turers, who want to he supported by 
public and legalized charity. I think it 
would he better to use up tho surplus 
they talk so much about, by pensioning 
off these manufacturers and get them to 
retire from business, and then people 
who do not own stock in factories could 
live comfortably.

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THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 


T1IK IlKAI Tim, STONE EDIFICE AT NEW- 
TON CENTRE NBARLY COMPLETED. 


The new stone church of the First 
Baptist Society at Newton Centre is near- 
ly completed and is one of the most 
boautlful houses of worship in the city. 
The interior surpasses in design nny of 
the church buildings in Newton and is 
the result of the careful study of the ar- 
chitect, Mr. Lynmu Faxon, who spent 
considerable time abroad amid the beau- 
tiful cathedrals in Home and Vonico. 
The general idea of the church is taken 
from the ecclesiastical temples built 
about the year 1300. About this time 
the papal soe was removed from Homo 
to Auvergne, France. A typical feature 
of the churches of this period, notably 
in the cathedral of St. Paul at Issoire, 
•was the rounded apse or chancel which 
is utilized in the design of tho Newton 
Centre church, and is also a feature of 
Trinity Church, Boston. The idea of the 
ontrance was taken from Honianesquo ar- 
chitecture, consisting of three arched 
doorways opening into loggia. In all of 
the Romanesque churches, the apso or 
chancel was rounded. Mr. Faxon’s idea 
seems to have been to produce an ideal 
church, combining the features of tho 
architecture of the period to which we 
have referred. This is noticeable in the 
large and beautifully rounded chancel of 
the Newton Centre church. A point in 
favor of this form of chancel is that the 
soundof the minister’s voice coming from 
the pulpit in the front and centre of the 
chancel radiate around the chancel and 
is reflected back to the speaker in an im- 
measurably short space of time. Tho 
theory is, therefore, that tho sound waves 
coming from tho pastor’s voice, natural- 
ly radiating around the walls and thence 
reflected back to him, swells the tone 
and throws it out into the auditorium. 
Aside from this the large, rounded chan- 
cel is a feature of Byzantine and Homan- 
esque architecture, noticeable in all the 
mediaeval form of the churches of that 
period. 

Trinity church in Boston is taken from 
JSt. Mark’s in Venice, and tho form of the 
XewtonCentre church is similar in many 
respects. In the soventh and eighth 
centuries, churches were constructed 
with the rounding apse at tho end. At 
Kalat Sema’n in the eighth century the 
idea of the three arched doorways at the 
entrance was carried out. St. Sophia’s 
at Constantinople, built in the sixth ceu- 
tury,lias tho loggia or porch in front with 
tho open arches at the entrance. This is 
also true of St. Mark’s in Venice. There 
are four rounded archways or entrances 
opening into the loggia of the Newton 
Centre church, similar in form to St. 
Mark’s. 

In the interior a large amount of the 
wall decoration, coloring and treatment 
of the arches is taken from St. Mark’s, 
tho design of one of the arches being 
taken from the decoration of the south 
aisle at St. Marks. The motive of the 
gold field with the border around it, 
above the arches, intended for the fres- 
coes of the four Evangelists, was taken 
from the arch which supports the main 
dome at St. Marks. In St. Marks cathe- 
dral and in all the Byzantine churches, 
the walls and domes are decorated with 
figures, emblems and texts, illustrating 
scenes from the Bible. The Byzantine 
idea was that the church should he as 
an open book to the devotees, giving an 
optical illustration of biblical history in 
order that even the more ignorant of 
their numbers would comprehend the 
nature of tho Bible aided by these pic- 
tures and emblems. This feature of the 
churches and cathedrals of those early 
days has not been carried out in church- 
es, generally, in this country, but has 
been adopted in the treatment of the 
decoration in the Newton Centre church 
In tho Byzantine churches, the idea of 
symbolizing Christ, the Father and im- 
mortality was carried out iu the carving 
and decoration. The mouogram of 
Christ, the Greek cross, was worked into 
the cutting of the columns and the orna- 
mental carving of the stone work was 
treated so as to present a changing and 
beautiful piece of work to tho eye. In 
the general decoration of the Newton 
Centre church, especially in the leaf 
work and carving, tho same antique, By- 
zantine treatment is observed. The cut- 
ting of stone so as to give beautiful ef- 
fects in colors has been carried out. 
This is noticed in the twisted ribbon 
ornamentation of the stone work in tho 
Colby memorial window, harmonizing 
with the antique design of the church. 
The gas lixtures are a reproduction of 
the eld Byzantine lamps, and are of 
quaint, yet beautiful design. In the gilt 
tile which runs around the church, the 
idea of symbolizing Christ and immor- 
tality has been carried out. The general 
treatment shows the conventional Byzm- 
tine leaf and scroll work, interspersed 
with tiles symbolizing baptism, wisdom 
and eternity. Whore the dado baud 
stops at the windows, two tigures are 
placed, “The lion of St. Mnrk”aiul “The 
eagle of St. John.” In the ornamenta- 
tion of the big arches, the Byzantine 
scroll and leaf work is a noticeable 
feature of the decorations. Within 
every fourth scroll may he noticed a 
disc. Upon one of these, the design is 
a cross, another shows the moon aud 
stars, representing the God like and 
temporal lights. Others show tho 
monograms of Christ, the star in the 
East anti other designs symbolizing 
Christ aud immortality.

Citizens, Defend Your Streets. 

To the Editor of the OitAi’iiic. 

Whoever is interested in tho preserva- 
tion of tho natural beauties of our “Gar- 
den City” should perceive betimes a cer- 
tain abomination coming upon us; it is 
the successive sets of ugly deformed poles 
with which “soulless” corporations are 
trying to border our tasteful estates and 
highways. Tho privilege of right of way 
over our streets is far too easy a thing 
procured. It is granted free for tho ask- 
ing, without hearing to those most con- 
cerned, tho abuttors, to public necessity 
or utility. But lately, tho telephone 
company had leavo from tho Board of 
Aldermen to erect their poles upon 
streets in wa»ds two and three, and with- 
out previous knowledge or consent of 
the abuttors, came full drive upon them 
with a gang of workmen and poles 
frightful to behold, erecting part of them 
iu triumph, and hut for tiie timely inter- 
vention of some of the citizens they 
would have completed their project. 

Wo should have an ordinance requir- 
ing application for right of way over 
our streets, to ho filed with the city 
clerk, and a public hearing advertised for 
three weeks at the oxpeuso of the appli- 
cant, so that abuttors may have a chance 
to investigate the ease before too late for 
remedy. 

It appears that our City Fathers have 
decided to light onr streets with elec- 
tricity, tho only question being as to 
what company, thus the question of poles 
become all tho more important. If the 
right of way is valuable, and it certainly 
is, to those companies, it is wortli tho 
requiring of respectable poles, (many oth- 
er cities doom these works to under- 
ground darkness). What then can be 
done? Hass an ordinance specifying the 
quality aud measure of the poles. Iron 
poles of proper size, of kind similar to 
gas posts would be stable and perma- 
nent, and unobtrusive to the eye, and 
the time has come to require such of 
them. Wo hope the subject will receive 
the attention from our City Fathers that 
it requires, and that the rights of tho cit- 
izens may be respected.

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The Coming Eclipse of the Moon. 

Tho proressors at Harvard College Ob- 
servatory are busily preparing to make 
the most of the total lunar eclipse of Ju- 
ly 22. The phenomenon will in general 
be a repetion of that witnessed on Jan. 
28tli last. One difference will be that 
the forth-coining eclipse takes place near 
midnight, wdiile the former one was ob- 
servable iminediatly after sunset, and the 
path of the moon will be in another part 
of tho sky, bringing a different set of 
stars into occultation. The astronomer 
lias also the advantage this time of hav- 
ing the moon near the meridian during 
the whole passage, and can perform his 
work free from those disturbing condi- 
tions of the earth’s atmosphere which 
attend observations near the horizon. 
The moon’s path is, however, low in the 
south at this time, so that the best pos- 
sible atmospheric conditions will not he 
had. The eclipse will begin at 10b 55m 
p. ni.; beginning of totality, llli 54 p. 
m.; end of totality. Ill 35.0m a. in.; last 
contact, 2li 34.0 a. m. The moon will be 
in absolute eelipse at 12h 44.8m a. m. 
The duration of totality will bo 1 h 
40.0m.

How a Pig Caused the War of 1812. 

It all happened in thiswise: Two 
citizens of Providence, K. I., foil into a 
most unseemly discussion on account of 
tho lawless trespassings of a pig owned 
by one of them. The aggrieved party 
possessed a very Hue garden, in which it 
was his custom to spend his hours of 
leisure, weeding, grafting, and trans- 
planting tho flowers and vegetables in 
which he delighted. But often, as he 
entered his garden in the evening, his 
ears would bo saluted with a grunt and a 
rustle, aud the fit form of his neighbor’s 
pig might be seen making a hasty flight 
from the garden in which it had been 
placidly rooting all day. 

In high dudgeon the gardener sought 
iiis neighbor and complained of the pig’s 
frequent visits, declaring a little time 
spent in repairing the pig-sty would re- 
strain the animal’s roving propensities. 
But to this the owner of the pig respond- 
ed that if his neighbor would keep his 
rickety fences in proper repair, the pig 
might take its daily airing without 
temptation, aud the garden would not be 
endangered. 

Hepeatod misdeeds on the part of the 
pig fanned the smoldering tires of dissen- 
sion into the Haines of open hostility. At 
last the crisis came. The owner of the 
garden, rising unusually early one morn- 
ing, discovered the pig contentedly 
munching tho lust of a line bed of tulip- 
bulbs. Flesh and blood could stand no 
longer. Seizing a pitchfork which lay 
near at hand, the outraged gardener 
plunged its sharp tines into tho hapless 
pig, and bore the body, thus fatally im- 
paled, to the sty, whore it met the gaze of 
its owner an hour or two luter.Thoroafter 
it was war to the knife between the two 
neighbors. 

Now, what had all this to do with tho 
war of 1812? Tho answer is simple. 
The two neighbors belonged to the politi- 
cal party known as the Federalists. 

Through all the outrages that Groat 
Britain indicted upon the United States: 
while seamen wore being impress- 
ed, American vessels stopped on the high 
seas, aud while every possible indignity 
was being committed agninst the dug of 
the United States, the Federalists re- 
mained triendly to Great Britain, and 
contested every proposition for the dec- 
laration of war. 

But the Democratic party was eager 
for war, aud as British oppression be- 
came more unbearable the strength of 
the Democrats increased. It so hap- 
pened that the election district in which 
the two neighbors lived bad been about 
equally divided between Democrats and 
Federalists, but tho latter party had al 
ways succeeded in carrying the election. 
Bui in 1811 the owner of the garden was 
a candidate for the legislature on the 
Federalist ticket. His neighbor bad al- 
ways voted that ticket, but now, with iiis 
mind tilled with the bitter recollections 
of the death of his pig, he east his bul-

There is no 
reason to infer that the Independents, 
who are most of them devoted to civii 
service reform, would regard him with 
more favor than they did six years ago, 
and it is always had policy to put up a 
defeated candidate. 

The Independents are most of them 
fairly Yvell satisfied with Congressman 
Burnett. They say that he has made as 
good a record during his first term as 
either Ely or Candler, and they propose 
to stand by him unless the Republicans 
put up a strouger candidate. Mr. Bur- 
nett will have the more or less active 
support of the federal officials in the dis- 
trict, and he seems to have a united par- 
ty behind him, which will give him an 
advantage at the start.

The funeral 
took place fm*m Dr. Whistou’s residence 
Wednesday afternoon. 

A letter readied Xewtonville Monday 
afternoon, containing the sud news of a 
drowning accident at Lake Sunapce, near 
New London, N. 11. Mr. and Mrs. Willard 
E. Wentworth were stunning at the resi- 
dence of Edmund Davis, New London. On 
Friday last they left tin* house, and failed 
to return during the eveuiug. Nothing was 
heard of them on the following day, and 
word was telegraphed to Mr. Wentworth’s 
father of their mysterious disappearance. 
He started for New London and sent a 
letter, which arrived Monday afternoon, 
stating that they bad both been drowned. 
The young couple were married a little 
more thun a month ago. The bride was a 
Syracuse girl, and they were enjoying their 
honeymoon. Willard E. Wentworth, the 


unfortunate husband, was a resident 
f Xewtonville. lie travelled for tin- linn 
of E. L. .V F. S. Rollins, dealers in paper 
hangings, /Vi Franklin street, Boston, until 
within a short time, w hen he accepted the 
msitionof New England agent for Casey 
Bros manufacturing paper hangers, Phil- 
adelphia. He was n member of the New- 
ton Outing Club and was interested in 
yeling. The sad news was received with 
if nee re sorrow by a wide circle of people 
who esteemed him for excellent qualities 
of character. A special despatch 
from Sunapce says that Mr. Went- 
worth and his wife went boating on Luke 
.Sunn pee Friday afternoon. They did not 
return that evening, and Saturday the boat 
was found washed ashore, half full of 
water. Parties have been engaged ever 
since dragging the lake, hut without result 
up to the present time. A parasol belong- 
ing to the lady was washed ashore. Mr. 
W entworth w as 27 years old, and was mar- 
ried June 7 in Syracuse, X. V., Ills bride 
being a daughter of T. M. Frye of that 
city. Her 2T»tn birthday occurred on Satur- 
day last. They had been boarding at Ed- 
mund Davis’, on the New Loudon shore of 
Lake Sunapee, for about four weeks. 
We learn such particulars as are known re- 
garding the accident from Mr. Strout, who 
went to Lake Sunapee, Monday, and assist- 
ed in the work of dragging for the bodies. 
Mr. Strout was obliged to ride 13 miles in a 
private team, in order to reach his destina- 
tion, and says tiiat means of communica- 
tion are very poor, it being 7 miles to the 
telegraph station. When the Wentworths 
stated their intention of going out upon 
the lake they were advised not to do so as 
there was a strong w ind blowing, and it 
was very rough. They started out, how- 
ever, in a row boat, and Mr. Wentworth, 
according to the tale of a fisherman, started 
diagonally across the turbulent sheet of 
water. Tills was an unfortunafe mistake 
and showed lack of experience, for a wave 
struck the side of the boat, which careened 
slightly, allowing about throe inches of 
water to get into the bottom. The party 
who witnessed the accident says that Mrs. 
Wentworth cither changed her position In 
the bout, fulling out, or jumped out from 
fright. Her husband tried to reach her 
with an oar, and failing in tills he jumped 
out to save his wife. The boat moved 
aw ay from him so quickly that he could not 
reach it, and the poor fellow’ encumbered 
by the tenacious grasp of tlie frightened 
woman was uuulile to swim and they both 
sank together. An expert with a crew was 
engaged and the lake was dragged for the 
bodies without success. Dynamite cart- 
ridges were then restorted to, permission 
being given by the fish commissioner, tills 
means also proving fruitless. A diver 
was then secured, but lie failed to 
locate tlie bodies, and it was finally decid- 
ed, every means being resorted to, to aw ait 
tlie tlme.when they would rise to tlie sur- 
face. Fears are entertained that tlie bodies 
will not be Irecovered, as portions of tlie 
lake are muddy, rocky and full of stumps. 
The water is very cold and heavy, and the 
lake is said to be over ‘.X) feet deep in some 
places.

Wo have chosen to bring oil of these 
into one week, so os to devote on entire 
article to the subject of climbing plants. 
Very little con ho said in so short a pa- 
per, but we con touch upon the most un- 
important points and give our readers 
an idea of what an interesting topic it 
can he made. 

Linnmus once said, “minerals grow, 
vegetables grow and live, animals grow, 
live and reel.” Modern science would 
not accept of this classification. The 
growth of a crystal is of such an entirely 
difHerent character from that of a plant, 
that no comparison is possible. We shall 
see also that wo cannot ascribe to ani- 
mals alone the senso of feeling. The 
term conscious feeling needs to bo nsed 
to explain tlio/li (Terence between plants 
and ourselves, for there is no doubt that 
a plant does feel just as truly as do many 
of the lower forms of animal life. All 
the movements of climbing plants are di- 
rected by a very evident exercise of this 
sense. 

Climbers are divided into three classes, 
according as they ascend by twining, by 
ten irils or by the aid of their leaf-stalks; 
but wo find in sotno cases that the plant 
makes use of more than one method, and 
the classes are therefore not perfectly 
distinct. Further, almost all of them 
exhibit a peculiar revolving motion of 
tho branches, which enables them to 
reach a suitable support. In thus reach- 
ing out, also, tho plant exercises a decid- 
ed choice, and except as a last resort, the 
growing shoot will not climb by the aid 
of other branches of tho same stem. 

This motion is only found in tho last 
few joints of the stem, and only in the 
new and growing portion. It is not 
strictly a revolving motion, but rather a 
continuous bowing in each direction; to 
this movement botanists have given the 
expressive namo of circummutation. If 
a young shoot were to have a lino drawn 
along its upper surface when in any posi 
tion, we should shortly see that when a 
a quarter part of tho circle had been 
passed over, the lino was on the side; 
when half the circlo, it would be on the 
under surface; when three-quarters, on 
the remaining side, and wheu the circle 
was complete it would be again on tho 
upper surface. Most careful examina- 
tion has proven that this movement is 
caused by a growth or deposition of mat- 
ter, which takes place on only ouo sido 
of the stem over away from the side on 
which the growth occurs; and as this de- 
position of matter gradually passes 
around the stem, it causes it to bend in 
turn to every point of the circle, henco 
the term circummutation, which express- 
es tho motion much more clearly than 
the word revolution. 

This circular motion takes place in a 
very regular way and in each species tho 
growing shoots take about the same 
length of time to complete the circle or 
ellipse in which they move. The Clema- 
tis takes about four hours to complete its 
movement, and after circummutating 
awhile in one direction, changes and 
moves in the other. The Hop always 
turns from loft to right, and completes 
its circle in two hours. The Rean and 
the Morning Glory turn from right to 
left, and complete their circles in two 
and three hours respectively. 

Twining plants, of which our Hops, 
Reuns and Morning Glories are instances, 
attain their object by this circummuta- 
tion alone, when a shoot comes in con- 
tact with amy suitable support, the por- 
tion beyond tho point of contact contin- 
ues the movement and thus the stem 
gradually leels its way upwards. That a 
real feeling exists is shown by the fact 
that even a gentle touch on one side of 
the stem will generally cause it to bend 
as though it had met with a supporting 
twig. 

When, in the case of a leaf climber, 
like the Clematis, the circummutation 
brings one of its leaf-stalks in contact 
with a twig of some other plant, the 
leaf very quickly commences to curl 
about it, ami the movement ot the shoot 
is temporarily arrested until the clasping 
is complete. The leaf-stalk then grows 
thicker and more woody in its texture, 
ami firmly holds the stem in place. In 
the course of the revolution, should the 
shoot coiue near one of its own branch- 
es, it rises in such away as to avoid it, 
then sinks again after passing, and con- 
tinues the movement. This looks almost 
like a conscious movement and is very 
curious to watch. 

Tho tendril bearing plants show a still 
more elaborate method of procedure. 
Here we have a special organ developed 
for tho purpose. In the Vine, tho ten- 
drils consist of transformed ilower stems; 
in the Virginia Creeper they consist of 
transformed loaves. During their period 
of growth, these tendrils keep up a con- 
stant motion, in addition to the move- 
ment of tliu shoots. If they fail to reach 
a proper object around which to twine, 
they soon drop, and shortly after wither 
away. If, however, they do meet with 
some suitable branch or twig, they keep 
up their growth even after they have 
completely encircled it. This produces 
the spirals which all must have noticed. 
A little later there occurs a slight short- 
ening of the tendril, by the contraction 
of this spiral spring, which draws tho 
main stem closer to the support, and at 
the same time by its elasticity, gives tho 
plant power to return its place in spite 
ot wind and storm, very much as a ves- 
sel will ride out a severe blow when hold 
by a long cable. The strength of these 
tendrils oven after they have ceased to 
live is very great. 

Ill the Ampclopsis there is a still fur- 
ther addition to the machinery. The ten- 
drils of this plant all have a disposition 
to turn away from the light, contrary to 
all other plant movement except in the 
case of roots. This movement tends to 
bring the ends id' the tendrils in contact 
with tho surface of a rock or wall or 
tree trunk, as the plant desires. When 
they have succeeded in reaching any sui- 
lace, they do not attempt to enclose it in 
a fold, but the tips begiu to swe.l and 


form little discs or cushions and at the 
same time to produce a small quantity of 
a secretion which acts like a cement. 
Thus partly by the pressure of the at- 
mosphere, partly by tho fact that growth 
fills up every little crevice or depression 
in hark or wall, and partly by this natu- 
ral cement, the ends of the tendrils arc 
able to so firmly hold their place that con- 
siderable strength is needed to tear them 
away. The cement alone is so strong 
that the tips of the tendrils will hold 
firm to smooth wood, and often to the 
polished leaves of neighboring plants. 
The tendrils also exhibit the same spi- 
rals as in tho Vine, and in the same way 
draw tho main stem close to the support 
by the contraction of the spiral spring 
which they form.

The bonrd of aldermen lieltl their last 
meeting before the summer vacation 
Monday evening, with all the members 
present. There were a number of citi- 
zens present from Newton Centre, amonq 
them Dr. Alvah Hovey, ex-Mayor Alden 
Speare. Mr. Avery L. Hand, Postmaster 
Kichardson and others. 

On the recommendation of Chief Byx- 
by, Henry .1. Williams of Truck One was 
granted an honorable discharge, and A. 
A. Savage appointed to till the vacancy. 

C. H. Ilall was appointed a hoseman on 
Hose Five to till a vacancy, the appoint- 
ment to date from July 14. 

The quarterly report of the Overseers 
of the Poor were received, stating that 
July 1st they had a balance of $45,520.1)0. 

A communication from the city clerk 
of Springfield was read, giving the 
names of three men recently appointed 
as railroad police. 

The order from the gas commissioners 
granting a hearing to the Newton & Wa- 
tertown Gas Light Company, on their 
application to furnish electric lights, was 
read. 

Alderman Pettee read a petition from 
Mrs. E. L. Collins and six others, stating 
that since the completion of the circuit 
railroad bridge over Beacon street, the 
Wooward street junction was ill-defined 
and in an unsafe condition, and asking 
that it be properly defined and put in 
good condition; referred. 

Alderman Ward read a petition from 
every property owner in Waban, stating 
that the city almshouse was so conspicu- 
ous and so near the station that it inter- 
fered with the growth of the place, and 
also that it prevented the sale of any 
portion of the city farm, which was 
much larger than was needed for alms- 
house purposes. A change to some oth- 
er location would be for the benefit of 
public and private interests, and they 
asked that the house be removed to the 
west side of the Hawkes estate, so-called, 
as the benefit to Waban and the ready 
sale of the city land would much more 
than pay all cost of removal. Referred 
to the committee on public property. 

Dr. J. li. Dean of Newton Highlands 

E etitioned for an iron service pipe for 
is house at Newton Highlands, instead 
of lead, as the water board prescribes. 
Alderman Pettee said that the water 
board had voted not to grant the privi- 
lege. but probably if it were referred 
to them they might regard it as new 
business; lie knew that some of the 
members were strougly opposed to iron 
pipes. The petition was referred to the 
water board. 

DltUGGIST SEABURY’ 8 LICENSE.

said that lie never saw Mr. Seabnry be- 
fore. but within a few months lie had 
heard many reports of liquor being sold 
there in a way that was contrary to law. 
The admissions Mr. Sealmry made a: the 
previous hearing before the bonrd were 
sufficient in his mind, to warrant the 
board revoking bis license. Mr. Seabnry 
admitted that Mr. Hammond notified 
him, but still he continued to sell liquor. 
He diil not keep his records in the way 
the law required. Whether liquor was 
sold with liis knowledge or not, lie was 
the man to be held responsible. The 
good of the city demanded that his li- 
quor license should be revoked. 

Officer Fletcher was again called on 
and said that both he and Officer Heustis 
had examined Mr. Seabury’s books, and 
they were in a very bad condition. 
One night when ho was watching the 
store he saw three parties buy liquor 
and none of them signed the book. 
Names were put down, with no record of 
the amount of liquor sold them or for 
what purpose, and without a date, and 
for days at a time there were no entries, 
although liquor was sold daily. 

The hearing was then declared closed, 
no one else wishing to be heard. 

THE NEWTON CHEMICAL COMPANY’S 
petition for license to put a 40-horse 


revoked. * Liquor was sold at the store 
in violation of law, and the clerk had 
stared that he .acted under Mr. Seabury’s 
orders in selling it. The reputation of 
the place was bad and it was what would 
be considered in Boston a second class 
rum shop. 

Mr. Seabury denied point blank that 
his clerk had orders from him to sell li- 
quor. and asserted that lie had ordered 
him not to sell. 

Alderman Tyler asked Mr. Seabnry if 
he had got rid of his clerk, to which he 
answered, no. 

City Marshal Richardson called on Of- 
ficer Fletcher, and the latter stated that 
the store had not a good reputation. He 
had seen parties coming from there in- 
toxicated as late as 12.30 Saturday night, 
and lie had known of liquor being sold 
to drunken men to take to their rooms. 
He had known of the clerk going down 
early Sunday morning to get liquor for a 
crowd of men who were drunk. Mr. 
Seabury had been notified three times 
that he must stop selling liquor illegally, 
by the police officers. 

‘Mr. Richardson stated that lie was on 
his bond last year with Mr. Snow, and 
Mr. Snow had told Mr. Seabury time and 
again that lie must stop his illegal sale of 
liquors.

said that he had noticed in a New- 
ton paper a reference to him in Mr. Sea- 
bury’s former testimony. Some time last 
winter he visited a barber shop over the 
drug store, the entrance to which was in j 
the rear of the building. As he was go- I 
ing up stairs he saw two men come out I

Ward 5, then came up for a 
hearing, but as no one appeared in op- 
position, the hearing was closed, Alder- 
man Pettae stating that there were no 
local reasons why a license should not he 
granted. 

ELECTllIC LIGHT POLES. 

Alderman Chadwick presented a peti- 
tion of the Newton Electric Light and 
Power Company tor permission to put 
up poles on Hancock street, from Cen- 
tral to Woodland avenue: on Boyd street 
from Watertown line to Gardner street, 
and on Adams street from Washington 
to Watertown street. He said that the 
poles were put up some time ago, and 
the wires would be strung if the petition 
was granted. The wires would be used 
for lights in private houses. 

Alderman Pettee asked if the compa- 
ny had had permission to put up the 
poles. 

Alderman Chadwick said he did not 
know, but a location had been granted 
them. 

Alderman Pettee said possibly they 
had been put up a year or so ago, when 
the company was giving a free exhibi- 
tion of lighting bv electricity. 

Alderman Pettee said that something 
should he done about the matter of al- 
lowing the streets to he disfigured by tel- 
egraph poles. At the last meeting a pro- 
test had been made against the poles on 
a certain street, and as the franchise was 
given away, the telephone and electric 
light companies ouget to pay the hoard 
the respect of asking what kind of poles, 
and applying for a license. 

Alderman Tyler said that he fully 
agreed with what had been said. If any 
city in this section was being disfigured 
by poles it is the city of Newton. They 
were crooked, irregular and unsightly. 
In Brookline he had noticed that the 
poles used were straight and smooth, 
and the tops were turned and the poles 
were nicely painted. The poles now be- 
ing used are very unsightly and the com- 
panies seemed to be placing them just 
where they pleased and using any kind 
of poles they desired. 

Alderman Childs said that the city so 
licitor was drafting a very rigid ordi- 
nance to govern the mattei, and asked if 
the Electric Light Company had ever 
placed on file a plan of location of their 
poles. 

City Clerk Kingsbury said tlmt they 
had not. 

Alderman Childs said that such a reg- 
ulation should be required both of the 
Electric Light Company and the Tele- 
phone Company. 

City Clerk Kingsbury said there is an 
ordinance to that effect but no attention 
was paid to it. 

Alderman Ward moved that the peti- 
tion be referred with the requirement 
that a plan of location of poles should 
he tiled, ami it was so voted

COUNCILMAN (Hike's RESIGNATION. 

Mayor Kimball read a letter Jfrom 
Coiinf ilninn Theodore W. Gore, dated 
the last day of May. resigning his posi- 
tion as Councilman from Ward 4. as it 
was impracticable for him longer to per- 
form the duties of the office. 

Mayor Kimball said that he had taken 
the responsibility of holding back tho 
letter, and of writing to Mr. Gore, urging 
him to withdraw his resignation, and ex- 
pressing the regret that both himself and 
every member of the city government 
would feel, if he were to insist on liis 
resignation. No reply was received un- 
til July 20th, when Air. Gore wrote that 
his resignation must stand. Mayor Kim- 
ball spoke of the great affliction which 
had befallen Mr. Gore, and the sympa- 
thy that all his companions in the city 
government felt for hint. 

After reading the correspondence 
Mayor Kimball said that a vacancy ex- 
isted in the delegation from Ward Four 
and asked for instructions.

A petition was received front some sev- 
enty residents and tax-payers of Ward 3., 
stating that they had heard with deep 
regret of the action of the board in re- 
gard to Marshal Hammond, whom they 
knew and respected, and they could not 
believe that he had been either dishon- 
est or inefficient or an unfaithful officer, 
and asking that a public hearing be giv- 
en him, to disprove the charges brought 
against him. 

Alderman Pettee said that he had a 
record of always being willing to grant a 
lieari|ig to citizens, but in this ease he 
should vote against it. Mr. Hammond 
had closed his relations with the city and 
was now, he trusted, happily engaged in 
business. He did not know why the sev- 
enty were so deeply interested to find out 
whether Mr. Hammond had been 
wronged, hut all the rest of the board, 
he believed, were on record as approving 
the action taken, and he thought it was 
inexpedient to reopen the matter. 

Alderman Tyler said there were men 
on the petition whom lie respected high- 
ly, but they had made a request which 
he would not call an improper one, but 
it was one that should not lie granted. 

The aldermen on the police committed 
and on the investigating committee had 
decided that the police department need- 
ed reorganizing, after a careful study of 
the case. Mr. Hammond was a respect- 
able man, lie felt very friendly to him, 
but he was not the man for tho head of 
the police department. He was surprised 
that respectable gentlemen should sciul 
such a petition. 

Alderman Chadwick said it was easy 
to get names to any petition. Five of 
the aldermen had already given Mr. 

Hammond several hearings, at which 
three counci Imen were present. They 
had signed the report unreservedly, ami 
unanimously, and he was surprised to 
see it stated that any councilman had 
signed it with a reservation. The vote 
in the board was unanimous. All the 
members disliked to vote against Mr. 

Hammond, whom they respected as a 
man, but they had acted from a sense of 
duty. If the signers had been in posses- 
sion of the foots of the ease, they would 
probably never have signed the petition. 

Alderman Childs said that lie had put 
himself on record in the public prints, 
and what he had said in the papers was 
the exact truth. When the marshal took 
back at the third meeting all that he had 
said at the second, there was only onej 
thing to do, A public hearing would 
leave him in a worse position than lie is 
in now. The aldermen were willing to 
assume the responsibility tor their ac- 
tion.

He moved that the petitioners have leave 
to withdraw, and the motion passed 
unanimously.

as they were men who could be trusted. 

The motion was passed.

Ills PREACHES TO A LARGE CONGREGA- 
TION AT N MV TON V I LLE. 

The Central Congregational church 
•was tilled to its utmost capacity on .Sun- 
day morning lust, many people from the 
several Newtons gathering to listen to 
the sermonlby Rev. F. W. Gttnsaulus of 
•Chicago, a former pastor of the church. 
The usual exercises of prayer and sing- 
ing preccdod the discourse. The gifted 
speaker then directed the atten- 
tion of his auditors to two passages in 
the new testament. first from St. Matthew, 
XXVII: :)2, “And as they came out they 
found a man of Cyrone, Simon by name, 
hi. n they compelled to bear his cross.” 
.Second, from Raid’s letter to the 
Ephesians, 14th verse, “Ye wore scaled 
with that Holy spirit of promise, which 
is tlie earnest of our inheritance until the 
redemption of the purchased possession, 
unto the praise of his glory.” There 
wore tlie elements of desperateness and 
uudeliberatuncss of wrong in the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus of Nazareth. Surely, 
never so signal an opportunity was pre- 
sented for wrong to recognize the right 
in right, of the supremacy of goodness 
over tlie soul of man. There must ho a 
■continual battle between wrong and right. 
In the crucifixion of Jesus, all that was 
low and base recognized something in- 
disputably high in his goodness, a feel- 
ing which found its way to the soul of 
men. This explains the haste in which 
be was hurried to Calvary and executed 
•upon the cross. It must be ever so, for 
every time that Christ is put to death it 
must lie hastily or never; there must be 
utter undeliherateucss about it, for the 
brain in calm moments would refuso to 
.sign his death warrant, and the heart 
would never be reconciled to this sin. 
Jesus was tried and worn as he marched 
aloug on the road towards Calvary, when 
tiiis .Simon of Cyrene appeared and was 
made to bear tlie cross. It was a mar- 
vellously eloquent page of history that 
brought tins descendant of Africa there 
at this time to witness an event he did 
not understand, taking a step into the 
unknown future ns he looked upon the 
scene. It is so in our daily experiences, 
we are entering upon the unknown as in 
a bewildering drenm. Simon bore the 
cross of Jesus to tho place of execution — 
suppose he had been one hour late, at 
some other turn in the road, what about 
his history? Are we to believe that the 
contingencies of life are so strong that 
•Simon must have appeared at this time? 
One thing is sure, the current of un- 
consciousnessuess cannot accouut for tlie 
.strong fate which is fastened upon it, 
Men can trace to the cause of the great 
mysteries surrounding it, and tho rever- 
ential aud religious aspect behind it all. 

The philosophy of Christ teaches us 
that every man stands upon a spot where 
Christ does come and that the right is 
his, voluntarily or involuntarily, to bear 
his cross and help in tlie atoning work 
which Jesus carried on in his life on earth. 
Turning to Paul, we see a great souled 
man: so earnestly, so voluntarily does he 
take hold of tiie cross, in a deeper and 
more earnest way than Simon knew, that 
we see him converting the earth, healing 
tlie sick, scattering tlie seeds of God 
throughout tlie land, until we hear him 
saying “God forbid that we should glory 
in anything else than in carrying the 
cross of God.” 

These crosses appear in tho lives of all 
moil. They must be either borne in tlie 
passive way that Simon bore tho cross of 
Jesus, without the understanding which 
awakens the responsive sympathy or as 
Paul bore it in cojtisolling men to lives 
of virtue and goodness, in imitating the 
example and profiting by tlie teachings 
of Jesus Christ. From our conception of 
living, wo recognize that all lives are 
cruciform. There is no life where there 
is not room for the cross, no path in life 
which leads to greatness, where crosses 
do not appear continually. The soul 
sometimes feels the awakening of noble 
ambitious aud inspirations, impossible 
of realization. That is your cross; that 
is where ouo set of facts run against an- 
•other set of facts and the two cannot lie 
harmonized. There is a woman who is a 
musician, but by some fact which lays 
.straight across another fact, it is im- 
possible for her to be musical in the 
world. One set of facts roll like a river 
against another set of facts and tlie cross 
is so deep and mighty that only heaven 
and her soul realize how great is the 
cross. In tlie case of a man with tre- 
mendous passions, taking hold of his 
career, he comes in contact with great 
principles and the example of nobler 
lives. It is his cross. Another feels a 
passion for that which is right. Sellish- 
•ness becomes potent in his case, and his 
cross is in having these more ennobling 
virtues come iu contact with liis sellish 
•desires. A mail again with a mighty in- 
spiration, lie sees a cause which cries 
out for his help, but self interferes and 
tlie two things cross one another. 41c 
feels then that lie must look olsewhure iu 


life for his greatest inspiration. God in- 
tended that men should get their great- 
est inspiration out of tlioso crosses of 


life, the glory of God is made manifest 
and life is made truer aud grander iu 
•every way. Jesus assumed all earthly 
cares. To carry out God’s will was what 
endured him to bear tlie cross and the 
•cross was the inspiration of his life. 
When they tried to deter him from the 
bloody cross of Jerusalem, he said, “let 
-mo go, now is the Father glorified.” It 
was with this spirit that he gave his life 
to the world. Wo do not always com- 
prehend what God is working out in our 
destinies. A boy carries a beautiful 
.picture to one who sees its marvelous 
coloring and artistic conception. Tho 
boy misses the beauty aud merely dis- 
charges the duty of carrying it to the 
destination. God is giving us these pic- 
tures every day, and wo fail to see the 
beauty, not realizing the grand aud 
mighty truths portrayed by his hand. 
My friends, take tho cross so closely to 
your lives that you will realize what it is. 
Are you getting joy out of your cross or 
are you bearing it as Simon of Cyrene, 
without understanding its grave import. 
The saddest crosses come to us because 
God is trying to make us butter than we 
were. When a now truth dawns upou a 
man’s soul, life is more of a problem 
than over before. God is trying to show 
us some great fact, but we are not al- 
ways able to separate the new thoughts 
clashing against the old ideas. 

Paul knew what the cross meant. It 
had saved him. If you are bearing 
heavy burdens, look about and see what 
you have upon your back— it is the cross 
which God gave you to bear, aud you 
must bear it courageously. Heroism and 
manhood is born where good aud evil 
crosses come in contact Paul foresaw 
the capture of the souls of men ami bore 
the cross courageously. Let us briug to 
our cross our lives, our friendship, our 
all. With regard to our cross let us feel 
that the present thing wfc have to do is 
to bring ourselves through God’s grace 
into the glory oi the hereafter.

TIIKY DEFEAT TI1K UK A CONS IN A CLONE 
CONTEST ON WAIAVOUTIt’s FIELD. 

There was a largo attendance at a very 
interesting game of ball on Walworth's 
field, Mill street, Newton Centre, Satur- 
day afternoon, quite a number of the 
fair sex being present.

One great advantage in using it in ex- 
terior walls is that it is damp-proof, and 
piaster can be applied directly to it with- 
out tiie intervention of the furring strips 
needed in brick work, thus getting rid 
oi that troublesome space which seems 
specially arranged to convey rats, mice, 
vermin and fires to all the upper parts 
of a brick building. 

This business is largely a Newton en- 
terprise, as Mr. Stanton i). Coring is the 
vice-president of tlie company, and Mr. 
S. A. Walker is superintendent, and ere j 
long this material will not only be used j 
in large, fire-proof city buildings, but al j 
so in Newton and other wealthy suburbs 
for private residences.

Moosehead Lake, Me., July 24, 1888. 

80 few people have information of this 
charming locality that I think a few lines 
bringing it into public notice will be of 
value to many; especially to the good cit- 
izens of Newton, where sesthetic culture 
requires the exquisite and tho grand for 
its gratification. Also, their knowled ge 
of the laws of health will be satisfied by 
the favorable sanitary conditions pre- 
vailing here. 

Mooseliead, forty miles long and in 
some places eighteen miles wide, is the 
largest lake in New England. One thou- 
sand feet obove the ocean aud one hun-

THE RIGHT SPIRIT. 


The citizens from Newton Centre who 
appeared at the hearing in regard to 
Mr. Seabury”s license, before the board of 
aldermen, showed the right spirit, and 
one that is worthy of imitation. They 
knew that the laws were being violated, 
and they were willing to go to some 
trouble to discharge an unpleasant duty. 
They had knowledge which the board of 
aldermen could not have. They knew 
the sentiment of their village toward the 
drug store, and the result is that a long 
step has been taken towards the enforce- 
ment of the law, and the maintenance 
of good morals, not only in Newton Cen- 
tre, but in every village in Newton. 

The lesson taught by the revoking of 
Mr. Seabury’s license will make every 
druggist in the city more careful to 
strictly observe all the requirements of 
the liquor law, which are certainly lax 
enough. It is of no use for the citizens 
to vote no license every year and then 
allow liquor to be sold freely in the cen- 
tral portions of the city. 

It is an unpleasant duty always to give 
public testimony against a fellow citi- 
zen, and it is not to be wondered at that 
most people suriuk from it, and prefer 
to shut their eyes to what is going on 
about them, rather than to appear in 
court. But sucl. things are just what law- 
breakers count upon, aud without some 
assistance from t lie citizens the otHcials 
are powerless. In the case under discus- 
sion the aldermen could not properly 
have taken any action without the testi- 
mony that was given, and if no one had 
appeared they would have been justitied 
in assuming Mr. Seabury to be entirely 
innocent, and that the Newton Centre 
people approved of his course. When 
the citizens show that they are interested 
in having the liquor law strictly enforced, 
the police will feel a much greater incen- 
tive to look after offenders, and the 
whole condition of affairs will be im- 
proved. 

It might be added, also, that the new 
city marshal seems to know how to 
make an effective raid on illegal liquor- 
sellers, and secure evidence that will 
lead to convictiou. Mr. Richardsons’s 
long experience in court business 
has taught him what evidence is needed 
to convict, and in the police department 
generally there is a bracing up and en- 
ergy displayed that speaks well for the 
wisdom of' the recent change. 


THE NINTH DISTRICT. 


There seems to be a strong sentiment 
in Newton and in other parts of the 
District in favor of Hon. Isaac T. Bun- 
as a candidate for Congress, both among 
the most devoted Republicans and the 
independent element, aud it is hardly 
possible for a group of men to talk over 
the poetical situation without hearing a 
number of references to Mr. Burr, as well 
as to Hon. Levi C. Wade and Mr. Candler 
of Brookline, who seem to be the only can- 
didates who have survived the compli- 
mentary mentiou of their names. Of 
these three, Mr. Candler is the ouly one 
whose claims are being pushed by any 
organized movement, and who is actively 
in the lield. The opposition to Mr. Can- 
dler, which was so powerful in Newton 
six years ago, has apparently not died 
out, aud his nomination would arouse 
such a very active and influential opposi- 
tion, that it would seem to bo very im- 
politic to make him a candidate. 

This district Bhould have a representa- 
tive in Congress of decided convictions, 
and the courage to stand by them, ami 
not one who is willing to abandon any 
principle he may have fin* the sake of 
mere expedency. There is not a district 
in the state that has had so little influ- 
ence in Congress, or been so poorly repre- 
sented as the Ninth, and now would 
be a good time to make a change. 

With the exception of Mr. Candler, no 
other portion of the district has a man of 
any prominence to present, and as New- 
ton will have to do the largest amount of 
work in the electiou, it is only fair that 
we should have something to say about 
the candidate. If Newton only semis a 
united delegation to the convention, its 
wishes will have great weight. We have 
already seen how much can be done by 
well directed missionary work among the 


smaller towns, and if thero is any decld- 
t d leeling in favor of securing the nomin- 
ation for a citizen of Newton, it is time 
that something was being done.

THAT SILVER BLANK. 


The Boston Post, which is one of tho 
ablest conducted papers in Boston, has 
interviewed the National Bank presi- 
dents in regard to this plank in the Re- 
publican platform: 

The Republican party Is in favor of tho 
use of both gold and stiver ns money, and 
condemns the policy of the Democratic 
administration in its efforts to demone- 
tize silver. 

Some of the presidents condemned it 
unreservedly, and nono of thorn could 
see that there had been any effort by the 
administration to demonetize silver. A 
large majority had never read the plank 
before, and could not imagine why it 
was inserted. The Boston Advertiser, in 
commenting on tho interviews, assumed 
that most of the platform makers were 
asleep when the plank was inserted. Tho 
Post has this quotation from President 
Geo. S. Bullens, of the Revere National 
Bank: 

“I do not think that one party more 
than the other believes in the shortening 
of the coinage of silver.” He believed 
that it was needed for the carrying on of 
the business of tho country. We now- 
had about 821X1, (XK),(XK) of it and we could 
stand as much as France has— $500,000,- 
000. Gold and silver were both needed. 
What he thought was meant by this par- 
ticular plank in the Republican platform 
he did not care to say, as he had never 
read it until it was shown him by the 
Post reporter. 

President Isaac T. Rurr of the National 
Bank of North America, and President 
J. Q. Henry of the Shoe and Leather 
Bank had left their offices before the re- 
porter called. 

Some of the interviews were rather 
amusing, as the following with Isaac 
Pratt, Jr., of the Atlantic National 
Bank: 

“I am a Republican,” said he, “and I 
approve of the policy of the party in re- 
gard to silver.’’ "But what is that 
policy?” interrogated the reporter. 
I “Why, to stop coining silver,*' replied 
President Pratt. “But in its plank there.” 

: his visitor objected, “the party says that 
! it is in favor of silver as money, ‘and con- 
! demns the Democratic administration in 
its efforts to demonetize silver.’ ” 
’’Well,”rejoined President Pratt, hastily, 

“perhaps I had better not say anything 
! about it.” 

The plauk is not of much importauce, 

■ as it is directly contrary to the record 
and belief ot the Republican party. Re- 
publicans have never been in favor of a 
debased currency, and will never be, in 
spite of the Chicago platform. 


The news of Councilman Gore’s resig- 
nation will be received with regret by all 
who know- of his efficient services in the 
common council. Any duties entrusted 
to him were always attemled,to with a 
careful thoroughness that is unusual, 
even in our careful city government, and 
one could never doubt the perfectly dis- 
interested nature of his motives, in urg- 
ing the adoption of any measure. We 
were very sorry to differ with him in re- 
gard to the revised city charter, in whose 
fate lie had a deep interest, and the fact 
that the city of Quincy has adopted a 
charter very similar to the proposed re- 
vision, shows that it must have had 
great merit. The general aim of the 
charter all could approve, but when it 
came to carrying out the details, differ- 
ences arose which prevented success. It 
was a valuable work, however, and will 
serve as a basis of whatever revision is 
dually adopted. Mr. Gore has also been 
one of the most valuable members of the 
street light committee, and on that and 
other committees his services will bo 
greatly missed. All who know him re- 
gret that he found it impossible to re- 
main in the Couucil until the end of this 
year, and his successor will tiud it very 
difficult to fill the place in the City Gov- 
ern ment left vacant by Mr. Gore. 


It is gratifying to learn that tho 
National Senate has decided to go ahead 
1 and make up some kind of a tariff re- 
duction bill, which some of the more 
| timid Senators opposed. They should 
I have the courage to take hold of the 
' question boldly and show what the Re- 
j publican party has to propose as its 
I policy, in opposition to the Mills hill. 
TheSenate lias certainly had time enough 
to decide upon some definite plau, and if 
they shut down upon the members who 
wish merely to make buncombe speeches, 

1 they could finish a business like bill in 
a short time. The Mills hill lias some 
defects, and is open to criticism, hut the 
Republicans in the House contented 
themselves with merely opposing it, 
without offering any plan of their own. 
The Senators have a great responsibility 
resting upon them, as the people demand 
some kind of a tariff reduction bill that 
will do away with the dangerous surplus, 
and such statesmen as Seuator s Sherman, 
Allison aud Aldrich are abundantly qual- 
ified to prepare a bill, as is shown by 
their speeches in the past. Even the 
Home Market Club admits the necessity 
of reducing the surplus, revising aud 
simplifying the tariff, aud have tele- 
graphed the Senators to that effect. 


The residents and property owners in 
Wabau are certuiuly only reasonable in 
their request to have the city almshouse 
removed to some l^ss conspicuous and 
less valuable location. Waban is one of 
the most attractive sections of the city, 
a movement has been started to erect 
there a line class of private residencts, 
aud the sules of building lots show that 
it will soon become a populous section. 
The presence of the almshouse, in such 
a conspicuous site, is certainly an objec- 
tion, aud will prevent the sale of laud. 
There are plenty of other locations, just 
as healthy aud just as well fitted for the 
city farm, and besides the laud there is 
much too valuable for the city to own. 
It lias been rapidly increasing in value, 
hut it is uot probable that it will in- 
crease further, at least until the alm>- 
i house is removed, aud the population of

Wr admire the courago of the Boston 
Advertiser in printing just what it finds, 
in its hunt for industries that, will he af- 
fected by tho Mills bill.

Mills bill, and would have to reduce j 
wages. One of the employes said that 
many things, such as rent and clothes, 
cost twice ns much hero as in Eng- 
land. “hut he ‘don’t want any free 
trade.’ ” Another comes right down to 
facts and says that thero is not much dif- 
ference in the wages of carpet-makers 
in the two countries. “In England I got 
live cents and here I get six cents.” 
Judging from this tho carpet manufac- 
turers could stand a good deal less pro- 
tection and still make money, even if 
they did not cut off that extra cent from I 
wages.

Mil W. L. Douglas, one of the lead- 
ing shoe manufacturers in this State, 
whose celebrated shoes have been adver- 
tised in the Graphic for the past six 
months, writes a very forcible letter to 
the Boston papers, stating his belief that 
the tariff is of no practical benefit to tho 
shoe business, and that if tho duty wai 
removed, the New England factories 
would be able to command a foreign mar- 
ket for their goods without reducing 
wages. A manufacturer with the enter- 
prise and push of Mr. Douglas would lie 
able to succeed under any conditions. 


The Republican State Convention will

12. In this connection it might be men- 
tioned that Governor Ames is rapidly 
improving in health, and that Gen. Dra- 
per’s friends deny that lie will pay all 
the campaign expenses. The Draper 
men are not as enthusiastic as they wore, 
although we are still receiving marked 
copies of rural papers containing column 
eulogies of Gen. Draper and his Hope- 
dale factory.

The Electric Light Hearing Adjourned. 

The hearing granted by the Gas Com- 
missioners to the Newton & Watertown 
Gas Company, on their application for 
permission to furnish electric lights, 
opened at 13 Beacon street. Boston, 
Wednesday morning. The session was 
held in a small room on tlie fourth floor, 
but there was a good attendance of citi- 
zens, City Solicitor Slocum representing 
tlie city, ex-Alderman Powers represent- 
ing some .‘>00 or more citizens, Mr. J. B. 
Goodrich representing the Gas company, 
and Mr. Clias. Thornton Davis tlie New- 
ton Electric Light and Power company. 
There were present President Bacon and 
Mr. Francis Murdock of tlie Gas company, 
President Parker and Mr. Cutler of tlie 
Electric Light company. Mayor Kimball, 
Mr. J. W. Stover, Aldermen Ward and 
Childs, Mr. Henry E. Cobb, and a num- 
ber of others. Mr. Davis asked for a 
continuance, as he only took charge of 
the case last Thursday, and ex-Governor 
Robinson, who was expected, was unable 
to he present. The commissioners 
could give no date for a hearing 
this week, and the city solicitor 
could not bo present next* week, and 
the commissioners are to take a vacation 
during August. The hearing was there- 
fore postponed to Sept. ID, and after- 
wards the date was changed to the 20th. 
Tlie counsel for the two companies were 
requested to draw up an agreement, that 
all things should remain in statu quo un- 
til the hearing, neither party to make 
any move towards a contract with either 
Newton or Watertown until that time.

XIII. 

The plants wo find this week form 
<juito an assorted list in character, and 
they possess more more than ordinary 
interest, as wo hope to show. Their fea- 
tures are so varied that contrary to our 
usual custom wo will consider them in 
turn. 

The first two specimens belong to a bo- 
tanical family which is peculiar for 
the irregularity in the shape of its flow- 
ers. and the generally deleterious char- 
acter of its members. Those which are 
not violently poisonous, as the Fox-glove 
is, hnvo strong acrid and narcotic quail* 
ities. The flowers are psually very strik- 
ing in appearance, both from their curi- 
ous forms and their brilliant colorings, 
which vary greatly even in the same 
genus. For instance, L. vulgaris is of a 
brilliant yellow with one orange colored 
petal which closes tho mouth of the 
blossom. L. Canadensis is very much 
smaller, of a dark bine, witn a light blue 
petal occupying the place of the orange 
colored one in the former species. L. 
vulgaris was first brought here from 
England as a garden flower, but it has 
not been willing to remain in the well- 
ordered home of the garden; it has be- 
come a regular. tramp, and consequently a 
nuisance. 

P. Norvegica, is a close relative of the 
two little Five-Fingers met with earlier 
iu the season. He can hardly be called a 
“beautiful neighbor,” for be is a coarse, 
overgrown, rough-looking member of 
the family; although the blossoms and 
leaves are in shape, very like those of 
his smaller brethren, they are larger, 
rougher, covered with hairs, and have a 
decided weed-like appearance. 

S. inflata, is a member of the Pink 
family. It is one of the class of insect 
fertilized flowers, and has several pecu- 
liarities which show how plants can aid 
their friends, and protect/ themselves 
from undesirable visitors. Tho clustered 
white flowers are so prominent, that 
they do not need the help of odor to at- 
tract their guests, and when they call, 
tho many pale purple veins show them 
the way down to the nectar in the base. 
There are, however, many possible visit- 
ors, like ants, who would only take tho 
nectar, withont aiding in the transfer of 
pollen from stamens to pistil. Against 
these incursions is raised the barrier of a 
viscid secretion, which covers the calyx 
and part of tho stem. It was formerly 
supposed that tho plant derived some 
benefit from the decaying bodies of the 
victims caught iu this vegtablo mire, as 
the Sun-dew and some other plants most 
certainly do; but careful experiment and 
observation has shown that the secre- 
tion is merely a provision of defence, 
and that the dead body of tho robber is 
not utilized by tho plant. 

The Potato, although not strictly 
within the limits to which we have con- 
tlned ourselves, that of uncultivated 
paints, is often found growing where 
chance or accident has drooped it, and it 
has some points of interest worth dwell- 
ing on, besides its usefulness as an arti- 
cle of food. Its native home was South 
America, whence it was taken to Europe 
very early in the sixteenth century, 
brought across tho ocean again to this 
country and then taken to Ireland by 
.Sir Walter Ualeigh, where it found a 
home and a name. Strangely enough, 
the colony of Virginia was a little later 
saved from famine by the arrival of a 
shipload of potatoes from the land to 
which they had so short a time before 
been sent. 

Tho potato exhibits a very peculiar 
form ot vegetable growth. The stem of 
tlie plant is underground, and it sends 
up into tho air flowering branches while 
its roots go deeper into the soil. The 
vegetable we eat is an enlarged portion 
of the stem, and the eyes of the potato 
are just as really buds as any of those 
we see on tree or bush in the early 
spring. The great supply of nourish- 
ment accumniulntcd in the tuber, serves 
to feed the embryo and enables- the 
young plant to make a more rapid 
growth than could be done from the seed, 
thus specially adapting it to grow in a 
climate where the summer might prove 
too short to properly ripen the useful 
grains. It is a curious fact that this use- 
ful plant belongs to a botanical family 
especially distinguished by the exceeding 
poisonous qualities of its members. 
These qualities, however, are confined 
to the fruit and tho leaves in most in- 
stances. although in tho Tomato wo 
have a fruit which has become a most 
favorite article ot food. Here, too, wu 
dud also a plant which, according to the 
King of the Cannibal Islands, has be- 
come “the solace of man.” 

Setaria glauca, or the Bristly Foxtail 
is hardly to be considered as a grass, for 
it does not grow in masses as the grasses 
we discussed some weeks ago. It is 
found rather as a scattered weed by road- 
sides and in gardens and seldom wanders 
away from the neighborhood of man. 
The iiead of flowers is of somewhat the 
same shape as the Meadow Foxtail; it is 
distinguished by being shorter, and par- 
ticularly by the rough and tawny bris- 
tles which it contains. 

Lolimti temulentum is the one species 
of t lie Glasses which has a poisonous 
character. The daugeiotis portion of 
tlie plant is the seed, but it is not found 
in sutliciout abundance to make it very 
troublesome. It resembles the ordinary 
Darnel in appearance, the flowers being 
found on the joints of a long, sleudcr 
stem.and as it were, pressed close against 
it, with one of tlie little enclosing Iiiisks 
prolonged into a sort of bristle or awn. 

This is the plant spoken of in tlie nai- 
lable id' tlie “Wheat and tho Tares.” The 
word “taros” was an unfortuute transla- 
tion, as a tare is an entirely different 
plant belonging to the same useful fami- 
ly as tlie 1'ea and Bean. Thu tare is u 
climbing vine with divided leaves re- 
sembling tlie Locust, and with a little 
tendril at the apex of each leaf. It would 
therefore not have been difficult for the 
laborers to detect it iu the wheat field 
and to separate them if desired. The 


seeds of the Darnel, however, could ea- 
sily have been scattered over the new 
sown field and the young leaves could 
not have been distinguished from those 
of wheat, until they wore fully devel- 
oped. 

The persistence with which men cling 
to old forms of expression, even when 
they thoroughly understand the error 
contained in them, is shown by tlie fact 
that this erroneous translation is perpet- 
uated in our revised version of the New 
Testament. In the complete edition, 
the words “or Darnel” are given iu the 
margin, showing that, although the 
translators wero linguists able to note 
the correct word, they wero not suffi- 
ciently versed in Botony to understand 
that there could lie no “or” about it, as 
the two plants are entirely different in 
achracter and association. 

Before closing wo wish to explain away 
an apparent serious blunder in last 
week's issue, due to an oversight in the 
reading of the proof. “Circummuta- 
tion” is not entirely without meaning, 
but it has hardly a shade of tho idea con- 
voyed by the word “circumnutation,” 
which should have been used, and which 
conveys in one word tlie action we were 
describing, that of bowing about in a cir- 
cle. We can easily pardon this ono slip 
of the printer, ns thus far no error wor- 
thy of mention has occurred.

Downes discourses on “Boston Painters 
and Paintings;” Agnes L. Carter writes 
about “John Evelyn’s Daughter;” and 
William Cranston Lawton adds a bril- 
liant essay on “The Prometheus of vKs- 
cliylus.” The poetry of this number is 
by Helen Gray Cone and Lucy C. Bull.—

Art at Lnseli. 

Lnsell Seminary is in a fair way to 
have a very admirable collection of 
pictures in addition to its other educa- 
tional attractions and advantages. Dur- 
ing tho present year forty -one pictures 
have been added to a collection that was 
already of great merit. Among these 
wero twenty paintings by German artists, 
purchased iu Berlin, including examples 
of Stademann, Hildcbrandt, Sellmayr, 
Graob. Meyer Von Bremen and others. 
There are also pictures by G. Thompson, 
the English water color artist, J. W. 
Dunsmore, Henry O. Ryder and others. 
Mr. Ryder’s picture is entitled “Anxious 
Moments,” and was described in the 
Graphic some months ago, but as he 
was an Auburndale boy his friends will 
bo interested in a further account of it. 
It represents one phase of life in a Breton 
cottage, and is a careful study made on 
the spot. A mother is watching beside 
her sick boy. He lies in a closet bed 
built into tho wall, as is the French 
peasant custom. One hand rests on the 
coarse wool coverlet: a bowl and spoon 
are on tlie rude bunch where his mother 
sits. Her face is turned away so as to 
lie seen only by a side glimpse, buv the 
nervous clasp of her toil-stained hands 
upon the rosary betrays her mood, and 
the whole pose of tlie figure is pathetic. 
She waits to see whether this sleep means 
death or life. The tire has sunk to em- 
bers on the broad stone of the fireplace. 
On the shelf above is the crucifix and a 
burnished kettle. A water-jar stands 
near on tlie broken floor. The room is 
orderly and neat, and the young peasant 
woman too, from hur wooden sabots, 
resting on a clumsey stool, her coarse 
blue dress and broad apren, to her wide 
collar and closo cap. *

“Carting Seaweed.” Four of the w ater 
colors of ('. W. Samlet sou are additions. 
Two are bits of winter landscape, lint 
the two others are wood interiors. One 
is “Cathedral Glen in the Catskills,” the 
other.

Another of Copeland's Southern genre 
sketches completes tlie list. “Still Long- 
ing for the Old Limitation” is intended 
as a companion piece to “When My Ship 
Comes in,” a picture also in possession 
of tho school — a purchase of several 
years ago. 


A STUPID PRACTICAL JOKE. 

WHAT A PROMINENT P1IYK1U1AX SAYS 
OF THE ULOIIK'm REPORTER. 


The Boston Sunday (Bobo gave the ex- 
periences of a mail who, it is alleged, 
visited a number of physicians and de- 
scribed to them curtuin symptoms for 
which, ho says, they prescribed different 
remedies. A prominent physiciou (not 
one of those visited by the alleged siek 
man) was seen by a Boston Post reporter 
Monday u\ filing, and said in reference to 
the subject* 

Tho reporter says that I 10 visited ten 
physicians and alleges thut each made a 
different diagnosis and gave him a differ- 
ent prescription, and this is done w itli 
the idea of throwing ridicule on the pro- 
fession and bringing the science into dis- 
repute. An analysis of the article shows 
that the facts are materially different 
from U 1 C 4 scare head preceding the de- 
scription of his ailments. He had a 
theory that lie could feign a disease and 
hoax the doctois. Now it appears thut 
to each of the doctors he visited he told 
practically the same falsehood— that he 


had a pain and tenderness in the back. in 
tho region of the spine. It appears that j 
most of these doctors, certainly those 
whose prescriptions are given, indicate 
that they are regularly educated pliysi- I 
cians. Relying on the truthfulness of 
the man’s statements, instead of dis- 
agreeing all arrived at the samo conclu- 
sion— that the trouble of which the man 
complained was muscular rheumatism, 
located iu the lumber muscles, some- 
times termed lumbago; that they all 
practically gave the same advice and 
practically the same treatment; that is, 
each advised rest and the use of a lini- 
ment compounded according to the par- 
ticular custom of the doctor prescribing, i 
but all intended to produce the same re- 
sult. As far as internal medication is 
concerned, all the medicines given were 
those commonly used in the treatment of 
muscular rheumatism. Now tlie disease 
of muscular rheumatism is one, like 
many others — headache, diarrhcea, etc. — 
for the diagnosis of which the physirinn 
must rely on the statement of the patient. 
If the patient falsifies in regard to tlie 
sysmptoms, which are wholly subjective, 
and where it is not possible to prove that 
the statements are untrue, the nhysician 
not only is entirely justified, but is in 
duty bound to proscribe for the ailment 
of which such described sysmptoms are 
indicative. 

That it is possible, in the course of his 
peregrinations, the reporter may have 
called upon some uneducated pretender, 
there is no doubt; but that he should 
quoto the statements of rucIi men to 
show, as the article apparently claims, 
that there is any substantial difference 
between medical men of education, as to 
diagnosis and treatment, is entirely un- 
fair and misleading That he should 
have told a story which could not be 
controverted by physical examination, and 
that that story should be believed by 
physicians ignorant of Ins character and 
mission, is entirely possible, but he 
would be equally successful, no doubt, if 
he should go to the offlees of ten differ- 
ent doctors and inform them that their 
services were required by a fictitious 
persou at a fictitious residence; the doc- 
tors would undoubtedly repair thither, to 
learn, as in this case that they had been 
the victims of a very stupid practical 
joke. Had the reporter possessed even 
a trifling knowledge of diseases or medi- 
cines lie would have recognized that in 
the first place lumbago is muscular 
rheumatism, and that tho physicians 
were agreed in diagnosis on his state- 
ments, and that the modicine ordered in 
Latin terms, as is customary, are the 
commonly recognized drugs used in the 
internal and external treatment of mus- 
cular rheumatism. That physicians may 
honestly differ in opinion is undoubtedly 
true, although it did not appear so in 
this case, and that medicine is an exact 
science has never been claimed.

NEWTON LOWER FALLS. 


The nows of the death of Mr. Merrick 
R. Steven*, in Westboro, will bo re- 
ceived with sincere sorrow by a wide 
circle of friends and acquaintances in 
Newton. The deceased had not enjoyed 
Iiis accustomed good health for some 
time, and failed perceptibly since the 
death of ltis beloved wife and compau 
ion of many years. He was here in 
Newton with members of ltis family 
from Xovenibor last until the following 
February when ho went to tho Bermu- 
das, hoping to bo bcuclitted by the sea 
voyago. Ho seemed to gain some of bis 
accustomed vigor and returned to New 
York city. Tho passage from tho Ber- 
mudas was very rough, and when ho ar- 
rived at New York he was seriously ill, 
but rallied somewhat. He then went to 
Palmer, Mass., where he remained for 
two weeks, then came to Newton on a 
short visit to his relatives and finally 
went to Westboro, his early home, where 
he died last Saturday morning. His ex- 
cellent constitution bore him up wonder- 
fully and tho day before his death ho sat 
up and iiis voice seemed strong, and nat- 
ural. He fell into a quiet doze and 
passed peacefully away at about 0:30 
a. m. 

Mr. Stevens was born in Holland, Mass, 
and was 70 years of age! As a boy be 
evinced the liveliness of a disposition 
which emanates from a bright clear intel- 
lect and he became independent and self- 
supporting when quite young. Ho en- 
tered into the duties of life with spirit 
and earnestness, and his efforts were ear- 
ly crowned with success. Possessing 
sterling qualities of character and evi- 
dencing integrity in all his business rela- 
tions he won and kept friends and was 
esteemed in the community in which lie 
lived. He was at one time engaged in 
tho wholesale provision business in Bos- 
ton and removed to Newton when ho 
was a young man, moving into his own 
residence on Church street where he af- 
terwards lived for many years. His res- 
idence in Newton covers a period of for- 
ty years ami he was identified always 
with the progressive element in the town 
and city. Not taking or seeking public 
office, yet he was interested in the best 
welfare of the community and his voice 
and vote were given for tho best men and 
measures. In State and national matters 
he always voted the Republican ticket 
and was greatly interested in the politi- 
cal situation of the country. His life 
was even, if not eventful, and his devo- 
tion was lavished upon his home and 
family. A thoroughly domestic man, he 
loved his wife and children and sur- 
rounded them with comforts and enjoy- 
ments of home life. To bring up his 
family well, to educate his children, to 
broaden their intelligence and increase 
their virtue was iiis life work. Tender, 
devoted and affectionate, a loving hus- 
band and father, a kind friend ami sym- 
pathetic neighbor, his loss will he sin- 
cerely mourned. When about twenty- 
two years of age, he was married to Miss 
Susan Weld of Holland, by whom he had 
seven children, five of whom are living; 
Caroline Weld Stevens, Mary Susan Ste 
vens-Taylor, Abbie Richardson Stevens- 
Webster, Emma Louise Stevens-Whit- 
man and Herbert Barton Stevens. His 
family in the earlier and happy days of 
his home were identified with the social 
life of the community, his oldest daugh- 
ter. Miss Caroline Weld Stevens, being 
the leader of the Eliot choir for many 
years and prominent in musical circles. 

At home Mr.Stevens was distinguished 
for genial and hospitable manners. Iiis 
house was open and his hand ever out- 
stretched in cordial greeting. He en- 
joyed company and derived pleasure 
from assisting his wife and children to 
entertain their guests. He was an atten- 
dant of tho Eiiot church and usually 
went to the services with his family. 

The funeral took place from the resi- 
dence of his daughter, Mrs. E. L. Whit- 
man, Vernon street, Tuesday afternoon, 
and was largely attended. Rev. Fayette 
Nichols officiated and the services con- 
sisted of prayer and readings from the 
Scriptures. The floral tributes were 
very beautiful, consisting of an anchor, 
pillow, sheaf of wheat and beautiful ivy 
wreaths from family and friends, and a 
profusion of lovely cut flowers and foli- 
age. The remains were interred in the 
Newton cemetery.
